The Mille Crowded With Orders—The 
Ribbon Business May Leave New York 
as a Center—Continual and Intolerable 
Reductions Cause the Trouble—Gen- 


eral Labor News. 


New Tonk, Feb. 17.—Silk weavers in the 
mills in this city went ona strike to-day. 
For five years they say their wages have 
been reduced until they went below the point 
where the men could support their families, 
The decision to strike, despite the general 
depression in Dusiness, was. reached at a 
meeting of the union Thursday evening. 
Every silk weaver in the city left 
his loom at 10 a. m. yesterday and 
the mills stopped work. Ten mills in all 
suspended. The strikers say that mils in 
Paterson, N. J., were also affected, About 
2,500 women, employed as spoolers and 
blockers, are forced into idleness by the 
action of tho.weavers. Ihe owners of the 
Eagle Milis are inclined to grant the advance 
in wages asked, but told the weavers they 
could not do so until other employers agreed. 

The factories are crowded with orders. 
Besides the strikers, it is sald there are now 
about 700 {dle silk weavers in the city. The 
president of the union says that the idle men 
will not apply for the strikers’ places, be- 
cause the wages are so small. 

WHAT THE MANUFACTURERS SAY. 

Bidney Blumenthal of A. & S. Blumenthal in 
speaking for the manufacturers to-day, said: 
„There was not a man left our factory who 
was making less than $3 a day. Some 
of them went as high as 
$4.50 a day. This was while working. 
When the strike began the manufacturers 


here just started to mount the looms after a 
long depression and seemed hopeful. 
In three or four weeks we were in hopes of 
having arrived at a normal! state of affairs. 
Every manufacturer has so large a stock on 
hand and competition is so close that prices 
can be advanced with difficulty. Asa mat- 
ter of fact, the unreasonable at- 
titude of the weavers has done 
much to drive the ribbon-making 
business away from this center. Wages are 
not only much lower in Pennsylvania and 
elsewhere than in New York, but the opera- 
tives are so much more unreasonabie in their 
demands that business is fast concentrating 
in those districts. Unless the weavers 
change their attitude the ribbon business 
bids fair in the near future to leave New 
York altogether. 

„Some of the strikers have stated that men 
arecompelled to work without pay three 
weeks out of nine months. There is no work 
of any kind being done that is not being paid 
for. Whenever the loom ts not in progress 
the weaver is employed in repairing his ma- 
chine at the fixed rate of $2.50 per day. All 
other work is piece work. One of the lead- 
ers of the present strike states that owing to 
the McKinley bill, work which ‘formerly 
brought $20 a week brings now only $7. The 
absurdity ofthis statement is shown by the 
fact that the vill did not affect this business 
at all. There was no change in the duty over 
the former law. This same man was the 
leader of a strike five years ago, which was 
unsuccessful, anda week ago was making a 
round of the factories applying for work.’ 

THE STRIKE AFFECTS 38,000. 

The manufacturers concede that there are 
at least 38,000 affected by the strike, Of these 
about 22,000 are women, who are employed 
as winders, cleaners and warpers, who can- 
not be given employment unless the looms 
arerunning. Ofthe remainder between 600 
and 700 have been out of work for several 
months for other causes. The most ofthe 
women who are thrown out by the strike 
have families dependent on them for sup- 
port, and will suffer greater hardship while 
it lasts than the actual strikers. 

THE STRIKERS FIRM. 

A committee of the employes of Stein- 
horat’s factory on East Fiftieth street ealled 
on Mr. steinhordt yesterday and offered to 
resume work on an advance of 75 per cent. 


The offer was refused. Mr. Steinhordt said 
yesterday that he could not accede to the de- 
mands unless all the others did on account of 
the keen competition. 

It was reported at the headquarters of the 
strikers yesterday that many of the manu- 
facturers had advertised for workmen in the 
German papers. They might as well not 
advertise, said. Chairman Molt, for there 
is not one skilled weaver inthe city outside 
ot our union, and we propose to hang to- 
gether until this affair has been settled ona 
satisfactory basis.’’ 


The Union Pacific Wage Scale. 
OmaHA, Neb., Feb. 17.—General Solicitor

The weight of opinion here is that the ap- 
pointment will most likely gotoa New York 
man. The President, it is thought, will not 
be likely to permiſt himself to be driven away 
from home for his choice by Mr. Hill's suc: 
cessful ight against Messrs. Hornblower and 
Peckham, He will stick to New York and 
eventually seat a man of fils choice on the 
Supreme Court bench. 

The names of Judge Herrick of Albany, 
Judge Cullen of Brooklyn, Judge Lacombe of 
New York and Judge Rufus Peckham are all 
mentioned. Congressman Tracy, who was 
at the White House to-day, is a friend of 
Judge Herrick, and some dispatches from 
Albany, recommending Herrick’s appoint- 
ment, have been received at the White House 
to-day. 

Opinion seems to be divided as to whether 
Mr. Hin would fightthe appointment. He 
would not think the appointment fit, but the 
opinion is advanced that he might consent 
to confirmation in order to remove Judge 
Herrick from New York politics. By that 
means the Herrick dynasty at Albany would 
come to an end and the Hill people would 
rule there. 

Congressmen Hendrix and Coombs are both 
admirers of Judge Cullen. Mr. Hendrix says 
of him: 

**He would undoubtedly be confirmed, and 
the sore spot in New York politics would be 
healed without either side feeling a sense of 
Gisoppointment. Judge Cullen is a man of 
high judicial talent, inthe primeof life, an 
ex-soldier of the Civil War, of exceptional 
scholarship and unimpeachable character. 
He is not tdentified with elther the Hill or 
anti- Hill faction of New York, but is Known 
as an able, courageous and talented citl- 
ten. 8 

Congressman Strauss also taking an in- 
terest inthe matter. He saw both the rest 
Gent and Secretary Gresham to-day, but his 
choice forthe place is not known. Mr. Hill 
said YOome time ago that either Judge Rufus 
Peckham or Judge Lacombe would fill the 
Dili. He made no suggestion, for, as he 
laughingly said,a suggestion from him would 
be likely to defeat a man’s chances. He was 
accused of desiring the promotion of Judge 
Peckham in order that Gov. Flower migut 
fill the vacancy thus created on the New York 
Court of Appeals by the appointment of 
Judge Maynard. It was doubted, however, 
whether Gov. Flower, withan opportunity, 
would thus defy the sentiment of the State as 
expressed at the polls last November. 

In the case ot Judge Lacombe the Presi- 
Gent, itis pointed out, could make a double 
play. Lacombe could easily be confirmed 
for the Supreme Court vacaney and a ircylt 
Court judgship in New York would go to 
another of the President's friends. 

An examination of yesterday’s vote brings 
out many observationsin Senatorial circles 
to-day. It is noted that the President's in- 
vestments' realized nothing. Vest, Cock- 

rell, Coke and Daniel, who received sub- 
stantial recognition for friends and relatives 
on the eve of the contest, all voted against 
confirmation. Ihe vote of Mr. Berry of Ar- 
kansas, wiio is a candidate for re-election 
against strongopposition,is explained by the 
statement that he was afraid to record him- 
seif in favor ofa bolter; while Mr. McLaurin 
of Mississipp! says he almost felt instructed 
by his peopie to vote against Mr. Peckham 
on account of the bolt of 1888, 

‘An amusing story is related here of a con- 
vereatlon at the Reform Club in New York 
about the report that some criticism of the 
Senate by Mr. Peckham for its rejection of 
Mr. Hornblower was being used in the Senate 
Judiciary Committee to Mr. Peckham’s dis- 
advantage. Several lawyers began express- 
ing themselves with emphasis on the sub- 
ject, when an old politician 1 held up 
an admonitory hand and said: 

‘*softly, gentiemen! If Mr. Peckham is re- 
jected, the lightning may strike one of you.’’ 

Instantly, as the story goes, there was si- 
lence and the Senate escaped a second 
scourging. 

secretary Lamont has returned here from 
his sad errand home, and will probably be 
consulted by the President in making his 
third selection.

LACK OF PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 


A Remarkable Record Made by the 
Present Congress. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 17.—The present 
Congress has done but little intne way of 
authorizing public buildings, and Congress 
men in whose districts post-offices and 
custoni- houses are wanting do not look hope- 

fully upon the fulfillment of their desires. 

The Fifty-third Congress has a remarkable 
record on the matter of public buildings, for 
up to date no bill for a new building has 
passed the House and but one has been re- 
ported from the Committee on Public Build- 
ings and Grounds. The Treasury is, of 
course, mainly responsible for this reco d. 

There has been no lack of bills for public 
buildings, however, even in the face of the 
general understanding that few would be 
authorized. At the beginning of the special 
session they came in thickly, but have stead- 
lly fallen off since then. 

While the Committee on Public Buildings 
has held numerous meetings it has not yet 
decided to make a favorable report on any 
building bill, bat has authorized the pur- 
chase of land andthe erection of a govera- 
ment printing officein Washington at a cost 
of $1,500,000, In this instance the committee 
did not lean toward undue economy, for 
Chairman Bankhead contended that economy 
in the long run would best be gained by the 
erecting ofa building which would hold the 
entire government force of printers and need 
no additions or extensive repairs for many 
years. Mr. Blankhead has determined to 
make the printing office bill the main work 
of this committee and to push it through if 
possible. 

The bills for the various cities do not stand 
a greatchance of success, however. There 
are 123 of them from every State, and they 
are very 1 distributed regarding sec- 
tions. It is, however, well understood that 
no appropriations will be made by this Con- 
gress for beginning new public works ex- 
cept in cases of absolute necessity, and that 


carrying on work already begun. Complaints 
of delays in the prosecution of work on pub- 
‘lic buildings have been met at the office of 
the supervising Architect of the Treasury by 
the explanation that the appropriation for 
plans was inadequate. Thesundry civil bill 
recently reported does not recommend the 
increase in this item of plans, which was 
asked for, so that the same hindrance to 
building will probably, continue throughout 
the next fiscal year.

If the former, why should the 
native Hawaiians be denied the right of 
suffrage on theall-important question of 
the kind of government they want? What 
harm can come from allowing this ‘‘kindly 
and lovable race’’ to vote? If, on the 
other hand, the natives are as black as 
they have been painted by those who want 
to govern them without their consent, 
what is to be thought ofthe missionary 
work therefor the past seventy years? 
And how much above the alleged ‘‘bar- 
barism’’ in which the missionaries found 
them, are they now? 

Meanwhile—until this wide difference of 
opinion is adjusted—‘ ‘the cause of foreign 
missions’’ will have to take care of itself, 
without the usual moral and financial aid 
and comfort.

THE SPECIAL PLEA NOVEL. 


In the new story he is writing of South- 
ern life, Mr. George W. Cable shows the 
same faults and the same excellence which 
have characterized his former efforts to 
depict the South as it is. 

There isno room for reasonable doubt 
that he does make an effort—a strong and 
conscious effort to tell the truth. In detail, 
he does very often tell the truth with all 
the vigor of great earnestness. He is in 
method a realist, one of those who deal much 
with detail, who attempt photographic 
work in narration and who often succeed 
in doing all that can beexpected of a 
camera. 

But a camera never yet told the truth of 
a landscape in May or October, and it 
never will. It can give all the shadow 
and deepen it. Itcan give some of the 
highest light. But it cannot give even the 
true tone and gradation, much less the 
color which is so much more to the living 
reality than the mere form. 

Mr. Cable fails even when most truthful, 
as the camera fails. But he fails in other 
ways, for he is a special pleader as well as 
arealist. All his books are special pleas 
for something or other. He is seldom can- 
did with the reader. The wealth of detail, 
the minuteness of narration which pur- 
ports to be an attempt at rigid accuracy of 
delineation, is really a cunningly devised 
plan for instilling some ulterior idea into 
the reader’s mind without allowing the 
reader to know it. 

The lesson of what Mr. Cable is writing 
now, as of most he has written before, is 
that when special pleading embodies itself 
in fiction, it is often impossible to find the 
line of division between fiction and false- 
hood. 


KANSAS PHILOSOPHY. 
In a moral essay, in some respects of 
considerable importance, the Atchison 
Globe says that when a man, past 50, 
hasn't had any bad luck for three days he 
begins to quake and tremble.’’ 

The pessimism which pervades and in- 
spires this is the gravest objection to the 
Kansas school of philosophy. It frequent- 
ly happens that a great deal of good does 
come outof Kansas, but the trail of this 
pessimistic serpentis overitall. Bright 
flashes of hope and confidence in the 
future often illumine the Kansas sky, but 
they are as uncertain as a flash-light 
in the darkness of the American Bottoms 
to attract attention toa cigarette adver- 
tisement. 

We make a point of never losing an op- 
portunity to goon record against Kansas 
pessimism. While we are far from being 
in harmony with the Missouri platonists, 
we infinitely prefer their view of the uni- 
verse to the Kansas idea that next year 


will bring drought or grasshoppers or 


both, and even if it does not cyclones are 
sure to be more numerous than usual. 

And our view of life is borne out by the 
result of experience. We know of hun- 
dreds of men past 50, who, though they 
have not had a suspicion of bad luck for as 
much as three weeks, are not worrying 
themselves in the least about anything 
whatever. It is true that they do not live 
in Kansas, but they are certainly alive 
and are glad ot it. 

Let all pessimists brace up. Life is en- 
tirely worth living, even with Kansas 
luck.

public schools. In many parishes ladies

A TROUBLESOME CASE. 


Joseph F. Fahn, the Embezzler, at Last 
Arrested in Guatemala. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 17.—After a pro- 
longed effort the State Department has at 
length succeeded in bringing toa most suc- 
cessful termination a troublesome case in- 
volving the capture of a criminal in a for. 
eign country with which we had no extradli- 
tiontreaty. Some months ago Joseph F. 
Fabn fled from Natchez, Miss., embezzling 
$90,000 in bonds and a quantity of diamonds. 

Alter long inquiry he was located in Guate- 
mala, andasthereis no extradition treaty 
between this country and Guatemala, S. K. 
Winchester, who was aelose friend of the 
embezzier, went to Guatemala to endeavor 
to secure the return of Fahn andthe valu- 
ables. But Winchester fella victim to the 
climate and died suddenly under circum- 
stances that led to the suspicion that he had 
been foully dealt with, although this was 
subsequently disproved, 

Meanwhile the Governor of Mississippi was 
urging the State Department to act, and 
finally ‘\\m. M. Forse, an agent of the de- 
partment, was sent to Guatemala. AS an 
act of comity solely the Guatemala Govern- 
Ment caused the arrest of Fahn, and a letter 
received at the State Department to-day an- 
nounced that Forse had sailed for San Fran- 
cisco, bringing Fahn and all of the bonds and 
diamonds. 


Swindling in Charity’s Name. 
ATLANTA, Ga., Feb, 17.— Rev. Palmer Pease, 
colored, who was recently captured after 
escaping from a bailiff, was convicted in the 
City Court and sentenced to pay a fine of $50 


or serve six montns in the chain gang. 

His offense was going around among the 
charitably inclined and taking up collections 
forjthe alleged destitute parishoners. tie over- 
dia the business with one gentieman to such 
an extent that he went to the place named 
to ete his personalattention to it, only to 
find that it was all bogus and that the money 
collected went in the preacher’s pocket. 


Return of James J. Hahn. 


New ORLEANS, La., Feb, 17.—James J. 
Hahn, wanted in Natches for forgery and 
grand larceny, arrived from San Francisco, 
where he landed after his extradition from 
Guatamala. He was accompanied by De- 
tectives Forsee and Day of the Pinkerton 
force. Forsee had in his possession $55,000 in 
bonds and $5,000 worth of diamonds retov- 
ered in Guatamala. This is only $6,000 short 
of the amount stolen, andan view of his will- 
ingnesstoreturn he hopes to be able to in- 
Guce his relatives, the sufferers by the trans- 
action, to have clemency.

GREED FOR GAIN BY MINE OWNERS

The Thirteen Imprisoned Men Must Have 
Been Crushed to Death by the Fall of 
Acres of Earth—Anthracite Mining in 
Pennsylvania a Record of Great Calam- 
ities—Hundreds of Lives Lost in the 
Perilous Work. 


WILKESBARRE, Pa., Feb. 17.—No trace of 
the thirteen entombed men in the Gaylord 
mine was discovered to-day, but itis ex- 
pected the next twenty-foar hours will bring 
the recruiting party to the point where they 
are and that possibly some will be found 
alive. It is five days since they were buried, 
and if the first fall did not kill them they 
have still a chance for life. The air is fresh; 
they have two mules to eat and enough water 
trickles down to slake their thirst. This is 
the cheerful view of the situation. But in 
answer to the question as to the men’s 
chances for life Supt. Lawall said: There is 
no chance whatever, All the men are cer- 
tainly crushed beneath the fall and are dead. 
They were experienced men and must surely 
have known that the fall was coming, as it 
always makes a noise before dropping. Now 
lexpect some of the men naturally rushed 
down the plane toward the foot and in all 
probability were overtaken and crushed 
under the fall. So the rescuing party may 
come on a body any time, althoughI don’t 
suppose the majority of the entombed men 
will be found until the full 280 feet are opened 
up. IL

For seven 
days the men had carefully divided the con- 
tents of their dinner pails, only a few ounces 
of bread being allowed to each one. When 
this was exhausted they fell back on the oll 
in their lamps, and when that was gone they 
caught and ate rats that swarmed in the 
mines and chewed the leather of their boots, 
finding nourishment in the oll and grease. 

Three men were imprisoned in the Harvey 
mine near Mount Carmel at the same time 
and under similar circumstances. When the 
water began to rise and escape was impossi- 
ble they fixeda plece of timber across the 
tunnel near the roof and perched on that just 
above the flood. For two days they remained 
on the narrow perch only three inches wide 
and were finally rescued by men on a raft. 

On Sept. 28, 1887, eight men were crushed 
by a cave · in in the Marvin shaft at Scranton, 
Two months later, on Thanksgiving Day, a 
careless miner in the Cunningham collſerx 
at North W ilkesbarre caused an explosion of 
gas that knled twelve men and terribly in- 
jured a number of others. In 1888 there were 
two disasters at Ashland. A sudden fall lib. 
erateda vast quantity of deadly gas which 
suffocated five men. A large supporting pil- 
lar inanother mine gave way and caught 
twenty men. Five were xilléd and the others 
rescued badly injured. 

MORE RECENT DISASTERS. 

The last accident of any magnitude at 
Plymouth occurred on Feb. 1, 1890, when an 
explosion in the ill-fated Nottingham shaft 
Killed six and badly injured seven men, One 
of the men was found kneeling. All the 
bodies were recovered. One month later was 
the terrible disaster in shaft No. Sof the 
South Wilkesbarre Co. Eight men were in 
the mine wien an explosion occurred. Res- 
cuing parties tried to gain entrance from all 
sides, but could make ,but little progress 
Feats of daring were performed ull in val 
Ten months later the bodies were found, but 
they bore little resemblance to human be. 
ings. Afterthe explosion the eight men fled 
back and forth in their tomb until overcome 
by gas. Disasters followed in quick 
succession, and on May 15, 1890, in 
the Jersey Colliery at Ashley. but 
a few miles from here twenty-three 
men were caught in a cave in.

Chancellor Von Caprivi fin Reply Asked 
Lenient Judgment for the Government 
~Everything Possible to BRemedy the 
Abuses Will Be Done— Farmers’ League 
Convention—Later Details Connected 
With the Brandenburg Disaster—Atf- 
fairs in Barlin and Germany.

BERLIN, Feb. 17.—The Reichstag was en- 
gauged yesterday in the discussion of colonial 
affairs. The members approved the addl- 
tion of 8,000 marks to thesalary of Dr. Kay- 
per, who henceforth will be entitled Director 
Ot the Colonial Department. 

Prince Arenber, reporter of the Budget 
Committee, declared that the committee had 
arrived atthe conclusion that the Central 
administration was responsible for the re- 
cent African troubles, and that it must in the 
future exercise greater judgment in its 
Choice of officials for Africa. 

Herr Rebel yesterday made a savage and 
Sarcastic attack upon the administration of 
East Africa and denounced the pretended 
civilizing mission of the Colonial enthusiasts. 
Chancellor Von Caprivi, replying for the 
Government, appealed to the house not to 
make the already hard task of the Govern- 
ment still harder, assuring the members 
that the Government would do its best to 
remody the abuses. 

Upon resuming thé debate to-day, the 
members of the Reichstag were astonished 
to And upon the table of the house speci- 
mens of whips made out of rhinoceros hide 
and other implements of castigation which, 
according to Herr Rebel, were used by the 
German officialsin East Africa to lash the 
unfortunate Dahomeyans. 

Herr Richter demanded a searching par- 
HMementary inquiry into the Cameroons 
scandals in particular, and intothe German 
colonial system in general, which he com- 
plained was purely military and ignored the 
economic interest. Herr Richter urg ed that 
Germany should abandon her possessions in 
Southern East Africa and be content with re- 
taining the Northern possessions, which, 
his opinion, was ample enough for all reason- 
able colonial sport. 

Chancellor Von Caprivi replying to Herr 
Richter and other speakers who had ad- 
dressed the House on the colonial question 
Bald: 1 have that amount of colonial en- 
thusiasm which the duttes of my office im- 
pose upon me, The present policy of the re- 
tention ofthe colonies necessitates a certain 
amount of militarism. Colonial enterprise 


would not succeed without bureauocracy, 
the lack of which, in Baron Welssman’s ad- 
ministration, may still entall some years of 
trouble. Under that regime money was

The Chancellor fully admitted that the in-

@xamining the books and supplies on hand. 
He usually reported everything “in good 
shape, but after he left the Postmaster in- 
variably found himself several hundred dol- 
Jars short in postal notes and money orders. 
When he did not work the inspector game he 
did sneak work. His favorite method was to 
announce that the money order office was to 
be abolished, and take away all the blanks. 

The department inspectors were put on the 
case and for weeks have been hunting the 
lame man who went by half a dozen nemes, 
Wm. Clark being among them. It was finally 
learned that his real name was Leroy Harris 
and his home was in Valparaiso, Ind. Three 
days ago he was located in this city. Ins pec- 
tor Letherman came on here and 
the general delivery window was watched.

SUED BY POWDEKLY 


The Ex-Chief of the Knights of Labor 
Wants His Back Salary. 


PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 17.—If a bombshell had 
been exploded inthe midst of their camp, 
local Knights of Labor could not have been 
more surprised than they were to-day when 
John W. Hays, General Secretary-Treasurer 
of the order, issued the following notice: 
To the Order, Wherever Found: 
GREETING—Bros. T. V. Powderly, Past General 
Master Workman, A. W. Wright and John Devlin 
ofthe late General Executive Board have entered 
suit against the order of the Knights of Labor for 
balance of salaries, which they claim are due them. 
This notice is published to prevent any credence be- 
ing given to unreliable statement that may be made 
in the public press. If by decree of court, it is 
learned that the order is indebted in any way to 
these claimaagts, the order is, and will be fully able 
to meet any just elaims. JOHN W. Hays, 
General Secretary-Treasurer. 
The notice’was the first intimation that the 
rank and file of the order had that Powderly, 
Devlin and Wright had or were contemplat- 
ing entering a suit against the order, or 
would in any way openly attack it. It was 
an open secret that the defeated trio 


were covertly endeavoring to create dissen- 
gion in the ranks of the Knights, but in view 
Of their past expressions it was not supposed 
that they would ever come out boldly and 
show their hands, 

‘It was ascertained that Powderly etal., in 
bringing their suits, did not specify the sums 
which they claimed, Within the past month 
Powderly has presented bills to the order for 
salary and expenses amounting to $3,000. It 
is stated as the belief of those in a 
position to Know, that he will not confine 
his claims to the bills ne had presented, but 
will make a bold claim foran enormous sum 
for the purpose of creating consternation in 
in the rank and file, The bills presented by A. 
W. Wright and John Devlin amount to about 
$200 each. Against each is a counter claim 
for $125 for advertising the Powderly tintie 
mine scheme inthe Journal of the Knights of 
Labor. Wright and Devlin both acknowl.- 
edged the justice of these claims on the floor 
of the last convention, 

In reference to the sults Secretarv-Treas- 
urer Hays said: ‘*The notice of the suits 
was served on General Master Workman 
Sovereign before he left Washington. 
The claim of the two members is 80 
small that they very well know 
they could get their money whenever 
they wanted it. In fact, they have come in 
here frum week to week ever since the con- 
vention and got whatever they asked for, 
Powderly did not present his bills 
until a short time ago, and then 
six months in a lump. He should 
haee presented them monthly and knew 
it. There was nothing left for us but to refer 
them to the General Executive Board for 
audit. Itlookslike a scheme, and a very 
futile one, to disrupt the order. 


PAINTERS AT WAR.

BOTH PHYSICIANS WERE BECOMING 
PERSONAL du THEIR REMARKS. 


Dr. Hughes Ridiculed the Stand Which 
Dr. Bauduy Had Taken and the Latter 
Replied to Him—Drs. Love and Bremer 
Also Exchange Courtesies on the Sub- 
ject—-A Man Who Swallows a Rubber 
Tube and Burns an Electric Light in 
His Stomach. 


There was a great gathering of the neuras- 
thenic and non-neurasthenic claus of the St. 
Louis Medical Society in the board room ot 
the Education building last night. The word 
had quietly passed around that the war 
which had been inaugurated among]the neu- 
rologists about a month ago and waged 
with more or less activity ever since, 
was about to be brought to a 
finish. In consequence, nearly every 
prominent member of the society was pres - 
ent and the benches in the rear and at the 
sides of the hall were filled with medical 
students and invited guests, among whom 
were two distinguished members of the bar. 

By a resolution passed at the previous 
meeting the discussion of Dr. I. N. Love's 
paper on nurasthenla was made the 
special order of business at 9 
o’clock, though it was fully twenty 
minutes afterjthat hour before Dr. C. . 
Hughes, the first speaker, was given the 
floor, 

What definite conclusions the society 
reached onthe anatomical substratum or 
nosological entity of neurasthenia atter this 
prolonged discussion have not as yet been 
announced, butit was apparent to every 
one present at the meeting last night 
that the learned doctors Who dis- 
cussed the subject have not settled 
upon the proper pronunclation of the word. 
Dr. Hughes called it ‘‘neurasthe-neye-ah’’ 
and Dr. Love ‘‘neurasthe-nee ah. Dr, 
Bauduy and Dr. Bremer spoke of it as plain 
‘*nerastheenia,’’ while Dr. Paul Paquin, 
who ventured into the discussion, admitted 
that he did not Know the correct pronunclia- 
tion, and so, to offend no one, he spokejof it 
in allthree styles. 
Personalities were freely indulged in on all 
sides and for the most part very amiably re- 
celved, thoegh it was quite evident to see at 
times when the shaft of ridicule, sarcasm or 
satire had struck a tender spot. 
Dr. Bauduy wasasfirm as ever in his as 
sortſon that no such disease as neurasthen ia 
existed, ‘ 
DR, HUGHES RESORTS TO RIDICULE. 
Dr. C. H. Hughes was the first to take up 
cudgels against Dr. Bauduy. He quoted 
authorities innumerabie as tothe existence 
ofthe disease in question and ridiculed the 
unbellevers and skeptics. He was frequently 
interrupted by outbursts of laughter from 
the audience, who thoroughly enjoyed is 
personal allusions. 
In the discussion of Dr. I. N. Love’s pa- 
per on ‘Neurasthenta,’’’ he began, there 
arose an iconoclast, who emphatically de- 
clared that there Was no such disease. Now, 
Icontend that if thereisatruth in clinical 
medicine, accepted by every physician 
and acknowledged by practically every 
writer in this country or in Europe, it 
is the existence of neurasthenia. If you 
look atthe history of this disease you will 
find that it resulted inthe natural evolution 
of medical science. Let me call attention to 
the progress made on this very subject in the 
hands of the general practitloner.’’ 

Dr. Hughes then proceeded to read pas- 
saxes bearing upon the disease from many 
authors, principally French and German. 
He commenced with writers as far back as 
1850 and even still earller and ended with one 
of the latest works published’ on the treat- 
ment of nervous diseases in the Parisian 
hospitals. In doing this he more than once 
had a tilt with his chief opponent. 

DRS. HUGHES AND BAUDUY CLASH. 

At one point he asked Dr. Bawduy if he had 
not clalmed in a previous argument that 
Charcot denied the existence of neurasthenla. 
To this question Dr, Bauduy replied witha 
considerable show of spirit: Wait until I 
get at you and then you willfind out. At 
present you had better go on.“ 

Mell, is it not so?’’ persisted Dr. Hughes. 

**No, itis not correct. You have got the 
floor, so go ahead. I’ll answer when my 
time comes. 

Dr. Hughes then quoted very extensively 
from the writings of Van Dusen and heard. 
Dr. Beard, in his first paper on this sub- 
ject,’’ he remarked, “appears to have been 
considerably mixed up, He must have been 
thinking of my friend over chere. (Pointing 
at Dr. Bauduy.) 

Another spat like the first came up when 
Dr. Hughes asked Dr, Bauduy if he had not 
referred to Osler as denying the existence of 
neurasthenia. Thoroughly exasperated Dr. 
Bauduy again told his questioner to continue 
his paper and not ask questions. Dr. 
Hughes persisted, and Dr. Bauduy refused 
to answer until the Proper time 
came, when he promised to tell him more 
than enough about it. Then Dr. Hughes 
cast reflections on his opponent’s courtesy 
and a serious quarrel was imminent, until 
Dr. W arks thumped his gavelon the desk and 
yelled loudly for order. 

Continuing, Dr. Hughes claimed the whole 
country was full of neurasthenia and that 
one authority had declared mar- 
riage a tallure on account of 
its common existence. He had not 
nearly concluded when Dr. Marks called his 
attention to the fact that he had already 
consumed several times the amount of time 
alloted to him, and requested him to sur- 
render the floor to some other member. 

DR. BAUDUY’S REPLY. 

Dr. J. K. Bauduy took the floor, which had 
been reluctantly yielded by Dr. Hughes, and 
characterized the latter’s talk in the lan- 
guage of the logicians as a ‘‘petitio prin- 
cipii.’’ He said it was no argument at all, 
but a mere tissue of hypothetical statements 
in which the doctor had shown some biblio- 
graphical learning which was quite remark- 
able in its way. 

He had heard nothing from Dr. Hughes 
which would tend to convince him that the 
position he had taken at a former meeting 
. oe one.

Secures His R-dcase on a Bond Signed 
by John Beullin 


THE BOND WAS NOT TAKEN TO JUDGE 
CLAIBORNE FOR APPROVAL. 


It Was Approved by Deputy Clerk Wm. 
* Fitzgerald of the Courtof Criminal 
Correction—Lows Refuses to Make a 
Statement — Affidavits Tending to 
Show the Existence of a Perjury 
Mill Are Accumulating.

John Lowe, the witness for the Union|! 
Railway Co., in the Percy 
Sly damage suit andother cases against 
this road, was arrested yesterday afternoon 
by Deputy Sheriff Geemer on a warrant sub- 
scribed to by Gov. Jehnson charging him; 
with perjury. 

At7o’clock John Scullin called at the resi- 
denceof Chief Deputy Sheriff Larry Kick- 
ham, No. 2715 Caroline street, with a bond 
approved by Wm. L. Fitzgerald, Deputy 
Clerk of the Court of Criminal Correction, and 
asked Mr. Kickham to accompany him to the 
Four Courts to release Lowe. The bond was 
for $1,500 and called for the appearance of 
Lowe in the Court of Criminal Correction on 
Feb. 23. Mr. John Scullin signed the bond as 
surety. Mr. Kickham accompanied Mr. 
Scullin to the jail and released the prisoner. 
Lowe was seen by a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter previous to his release, but refused to 
make any statement. 


JUAGE CLAIBORNE’S STATEMENT. 
Judge J. R. Claiborne of the Court of Crim- 
inal correction was called upon last evening, 
and asked whether he had athorized the 
release of Lowe on bond. He said: 
No one had applied to me for bond 


for Lowe up to the time I left the Four 
Courts, and as far as I know Lowe is still in 
jail. No one but myself has authority to 
release prisoners on bond where the 
charge is a more serious one than 
petit larceny, and certainly a man charged 
with perjury would not be released without 
my knowledge. I have given. positive 
instructions to this effect. You may be 
sure that if 1 have not released Lowe he is 
still in jail.’’ 

Notwithstanding Judge Cisiborne’s confl- 
dence in the stability of the orders issued 
from his bench, John Lowe had, at the time 
the statement was made, been out on bond 
for two hours or more. 

MORE EVIDENCE COMES TO LIGHT. 

Storiés inthe same line as the damaging 
testimony secured by Attorneys Charles P. 
and John D. Johnson continue to come to 
light. 
Mr. Amos R. Taylor prosecuted the case of 
a woman named Pittaluga, who had been in- 
jured at Twelfth and Pine streets. The case 
was tried at St. Charles. After two hearings 
Col. Taylor got a verdict for a small amount. 
The mulatto, Fields, wasa witness for the 
prosecution. The defense is believed tohave 
tampered with him. They took him out 
hunting, but he made a statement in con- 
formity withthe theory of the prosecution. 
Fields had witnessed the accident in which 
Mrs. Pittaluga had been injured, and had 
originally appeared as the witness of the 
prosecution; but thedefense had evidently 
marked him for a tool, and his next appear- 
ance in a court of justice was asa witness 
for the defense. 

Later, when James W. Lay had been in- 
jured inacollision between cars of the East 
St. Louis Electric line, and after the defense 
had taken a change of venue to the United 
States District Court at Springfield, Fields 
blossomed out asa most important witness 
for the defense. The general features of tne 
Lay case are familiar tothe readers of this 
paper, but the details are not precisely pub- 
lic property. 

Lay, as is well known, was a detective who 
looked after violations of law at the East st. 
Louis track. At the time ot his gt he was 
on his way home, The manner of his injury 
was detalied in yesterday’s Post-DiIsPaATCcH, 
One of his best witnesses was Jere Cahan, a 
St. Louis bartender, and a man whose word 
is, in ordinary matters, unimpeachable. 
Soon after the accident Cahan was waited 
upon at his home by the negro, Fleids, whose 
name was mentioned in this connec- 
tion yesterday. Fields requested Cahan 

with him to the  headquar- 
the Union Depot Rallway Co- 
Cahan accompanied the negro (Fields) to the 
office of the company, where he met Barron. 
Barron wasina most genial mood, and re- 
eatedly invited Cahan to drink. He in- 
formed Cahan that his appearance in Spring- 
field, III., was not compulsory. vcahan 
listened to his proposition, and finally in- 
formed himthat he saw no reason to stay 
away from springfield. 

At Springfield a numberof questions were 
asked tending to reflect upon Cahan’s occu- 
pation and personal character, but nothing 
was brought up that was calculated to se- 
riously question his integrity. 

Caban, on Ris part, produced testimony 
showing that the defendant,the East St. Louis 
Electric Rallway Co., had, through Barron, 
tried to infitence bim to refrain from tes- 
tifying at Springfleld. As to what occurred 
in this behalf, Mr. Cahan says: 

The negro, Fields, came to my house and 
inormed me that Mr. Barron desired to see 
me. After some hesitation, I decided to call 
upon Mr. Barron atthe office of the Union 
Depot Rallway Co., as requested. 

On my arrival there he presented a letter 
purported to bear the signature of tne super- 
intendent of the East St. Louis Electric Rall- 
road Co., introducing him, Thomas Barron. 
At Springfield, Barron confessed on the wit- 
ness stand that he mad written and signed 
the letter himself. Still it served its purpose 
in introducing him to me. 

le received me with great cordlality and 
invited me to take several drinks with him 
He finally informed methatit was not nec- 
essary for me to go to Springfleld at all. lie 
offered me every indueement except cash 
money to induce me to stay away from 
Springtield, but I took no hints.“ 
Mr. Cahan went to Springfield and testified 
for his friend, Lay. The principal witness 
for the defense was the neuro, Fields, who 
testified in manner and form asthe Post- 
DisPatcn of yesterday reported. On that 
occasion the attorney for the prosecution, 
George B. Burnett, denounced Fields’ testi 
mony as perjured, but he did not overthrow 
that testimony, andthe result was a verdict 
forthe prosecution for only $2,500, when he 
expected $5,000 or $10,000. An attempt was 
made by the defense to secure a new trial 
but it falled, and the verdict stands. :

He Describes His First 
Visit to America and His First Ob-

HONOLULU, Feb. 8.— Tou would expect the 
head of the provisional Government of 
Hawaii, which announced so boldly that it 
‘would fight the United States if an attempt 
were made to restore Queen Liliuokalani, to 
bea man of very warlike appearance and 
manner.

He was 
born in Honolulu itp 1844, received his ele- 
mentary education here at Punahou College, 
and was then sent to Williams College, Mas- 
sachusetts,

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„The Hawalian is very careless about him- 
self. He gets wet and Keeps his wet clothes 
on. After severe exertion, and when he is 
streaming with perspiration, he will sit 
down inadraughtto cool off. He catches 
pulmonary diseases, and thus the race ts 
passing away. 

„Perhaps the greatest of the Hawallans 
was Kamehameha I., who consolidated all 
the islands into one group. He seems to 
have been cruel in the acquisition of power, 
but broad and liberal in its exercise. 

„»The Hawallans are great navigators. It 
is conceded, generally, that their islands 
were settled by immigrants from the Samoan 
group, more than 2,000 miles away. Ihat is 
not a new statement, Dut there is conclusive 
évidence, in my opinion, that in the last 
century the Hawalians went back and forth 
between these islands and Samoa in their 


canoes. The mode of transit was two canoes 
locked together, forming a kind of cata- 
maran. ‘ihis is all the more wonderful, as 


the Hawallans had no.mariner’s compass, or 
anything like it. But among all tne Poly- 
nesian tribes, there are men who seem to 
have an intultive knowledge of direction and 
position at sea. These are their navigators, 
and they guide their canoes in voyages of 
hundreds of miles, with as much certainty as 
the European or American captain supplied 
with all the modern instruments that steers 
his ship.’’ 

Mr. Dole isat the same time Provisional 
President of Hawaii and Minister of Foreign 
Affuirs. He draws a salary of 88, 000 a year as 
Minister and none as Presijent. All the 
other Ministers get $5,000 a year. His office at 
the palace ts labelled ‘*Minister of Foreign 
Affairs.’’ In the days of Kalakaua it was tne 
King’s bed-room and the ante-room was the 
King’s library. In the ante-room Maj. A. C. 
Potter, the secretary of the Foreign Office 
and Aide-de-camp to the President, now sits. 

Mr. Dole’s office is a large, well-lighted 
room. The bangings are in blue. Conspicu- 
ous isa bust of the Empress Eugenie. There 
is a painting or Bavara shrubs, by Mrs. Dole; 
a picture of the President and some Hawalian 
scenery. In the ante-room are busts of 
Disraell and Gladstone. Connecting with the 
President’s office are a private room wherea 
secretary sits, and a small chamber that was 
once Kalakaua’s dressing - room. 

No one in Hawall ever makes any charge 
against the character or intentions of Mr. 
Dole. The opponents of the Provisional 
Government say he was put forward to lend

Mr. Dole’s full name is Sandford Ballard 
Dole. When he returned from the law office 


of Willlam Bingham of Boston he was about 
25 yeats old. He had been admitted after 
examination to the Suffolk County Bar, and 
was admitted also to the Honolalu Bar as 
soonas he returned. In 1884 he becamea 
member of the Legtzlature, and was con- 
spicuous in the revolution of 1887. In that 
year he was appointed a Justice of the Su- 
preme Court of Hawall, which offica he held: 
until he became Provisional President. 

r. Dole’s wife was Miss Anna P. Cate of 
Massachusetts. They were married in 1873 
and have no children, 

Lilluokalan!, Queen or ex-Queen of the 
Hawalian Islands, had a husband, John 
Dominis. Dominhis is dead now. He was a 
white man, an American. In life, besides 
belag royal consort, he was Governor of the 
island of Oahu, on which island this capital 
city of Honolulu stands. 

It is said that Mr. Dominisand Mrs. Dom- 
inis, as she is now Called by her political op- 
ponents, were never disposed to be critical 
ofeach other. Therefore there was no es- 
pecial ill-feeling between Mr. Dbominis and 
Mr. Charles B, Wilson when gossip said that 
that the Queen liked Mr. Wilson. 

Mr. Wilson has berome toa certain extent 
a political issue in these islands. He is one 
of the reasons, so the adherents of the Pro- 
visional Government allege, why the Queen 
should not be restored. In fairness, how- 
ever, it must be said that this was not held 
against her until the revolution last year. 
‘the native Hawallan views of some things 
differ from those of Americans and Euro- 
peans. Notuntilit became a question of to 
be restored or not to be restored, was it held 
that the Queen should be like C#sar’s wife. 
Nevertheless, Mr. Wilson has become very 
conspicuous in Honolulu talk,and Mr, Blount

Then 
Charles marrieda Miss Townsend, who is 
three-fourths white, and had been brought 
up by the 1 l she was not a queen 
then. She is descended from a Boston family 
of the same name, and recently inherited 
some property there. Mr. and Mrs. Wilson 
have a son about 20 years old who is at the 
Leland Stanford University in ‘ alifornia. 
Under King Kalakaua Wilson became 
Superintendent of the Water-works and 
clerk of the market. This advancement was 
received through the influence of LIlluoka - 
lani, it is alleged. 

When Kalakaua died and Liliuokalan! be- 
came Queen, Wilson was made Marshal of 
the Kingdom. It is allegedthatthe Parker 
Ministry, which then came into office, was 
required to dismiss the former marsnal, O. I. 
Hopkins, and appoint Wilson. This wasa 
condition upon which it held office. The 
place was worth $3,000 year and perquisites. 
When Wilson became Marshal he moved 
into the — 1 44 in the palace yard.

VAVORABLE TO MISS POLLARD. 


Testimony of Two Important Witnesses 
Taken at Lexington. 


LEXINGTON, Ky., Feb. 17.—Maj. McClellan, 
Principle of the Sayre Institute, in which 
Miss Pollard was a pupil durin@ the fall of 
1884 and up to February, 1885, and from 
September, 1885, to April, 1886, testified 
for the defense in the case to- 
day. He said that while Miss Pollard 


was a pupllshe was absent occasionally for 
‘several days at a time. He knew of nothing 
that transpired reflecting on her character. 
Ir when she left the school in February, 1883, 
she was in a delicate condition he was un- 
aware of it. three of his daughters 
were schoolmates and his wife and another 
Gaughter were teachers of Miss Pollard. If 
there had been anything wrong in her con- 
duct he probably would have known of it. 
In the spring of 1886 he was informed for the 
first time, by James C. Rodes, that he had 
paid her bills under a contract of marriage 
with Miss Poilard. She wasa bright, ener- 
getic and enthusiastic scholar. 

Mrs. M. A. Ketchum, with whom Miss 
Pollard lodged and boarded from before Oc- 
tober, 1854, until February, 1885, and from 
July , 1885, until the spring of 1886, testified 
that she saw Miss Pollard every day and 
discovered nothing peculiar in her condi- 
tion. During the first period of her 
residence with Mrs. Ketchum, she occu- 

led the only bed-room on the ground floor 

fthe house. The room opened into the 
general reception-room andalso nada door 
opening into the street. During the second 
period she occupied an upstairs 
room adjoining Mrs. Ketchum’s room. 
It also was accessible from the street by a 
stairway. Witness knew very little of Miss 
Poliard’s doings while she was her lodger.

LOCKED IN A ROOM. 


Story.Told by Maggie Henderson, a 
Demented Deaf Mute. 


CLAIMS SHE WAS ASSAULTED BY AN 
UNENOWN MAN, 


The Girl Turned Over to the Police as 
Ineorrigible by Mrs. Sarah Oraden, 
With Whom She Has Been Living— 
Snowballs and Bulletse—Police News 
in General. 


Maggie Henderson, a 16-year-old deaf and 
dumb orphan girl, was taken in charge by 
the police last nightat the earnest solicita- 
tion of Mrs. Sarah Craden of 612 South Garri- 
gon avenue, with whom she was living. The 
girlis said tobe incorrigable, and at times 
demented. She left home last Monday, and. 
at 7 o’clock last evening she returned 
in der stocking feet, with her | 
clothes torn aud covered with mud. 
The girl’s story, as obtained through 
Mrs. Craden, is to the effect that she was 
met on Ewing avenue, near her home, by a 
man who took her to some house where there 
was another woman. He criminally assault - 
ed her and kept her in the house, refusing 
to let her go, The woman ofthe house was 
sick in bed on Friday, and Maggie took ad- 
vantage of the opportunity to make 
her escape. The girl’s mother 
died in November, 1890, since which 


she has made her home with Mrs. Craden. 
Her stepfather, William Spra gue, is an ex- 
convict anda burgiar. The girl herself was 
in the House of the Good shepherd for a 
short time, but whether she was released or 
she made her escape Mrs. Craden did not 
know. Before she came to Mrs. Craden’s 
house she was an inmate of the State In- 
sane Asylum at Fulton, Mo. She was 
taken sick while at this Institu- 
tion and was sent back to St. Louis. 
For a short time she was in the deaf and 
dumb institute, conducted by the Sisters of 
St. Joseph, on Cass avenue, between 
Eighteenth and Nineteenth streets, The 
girl’s story is regarded as extremely prob- 
able by the police on account of her demented 
condition, which would leave her a ready 
prey to designing men. She could not 
tell where the room was in 
which she had been imprisoned nor 
could she give any tangible clew to Der as- 
sailant. From Mrs. Craden’s house she was 
taken tothe Fifth District Station Dy Sergt. 
Johnson and Patrolman Dillon, andat 10 
o’clock last night she was removed to the 
City Dispensary. Dr. Fitzpatrick made an 
examination of her and had her sent to the 
Four Courts to await an investigation as to 
her mental condition by Dr, Priest.

THE WINTER GARDEN, 


A Learned Horticulturist Tells 
Plants to Move. 


Mr. William Saunders, the Superintendent 
of the national garden and gropnds at 
Washington, has made a careful study of the 
subject of plants. 

According to Mr. Saunders, not many fine 
flowering plants will grow and bloom in per- 
fection in the dry air of an ordinary living 
room. Living rooms are warm enough, 


usually, for plant culture, and the soll may 
be kept in the requisite state of moistness 
but the lack of moisture in the air will make 
itself felt in the growth of plants. 

But the plants which suffer most are those 
having thedargest leaves, because they pre- 
sent a greater Surface for evaporation than 
Smaller follaged plants; hence it Is judicious 
to select the latter as far as they are desir- 
able for room culture as being more likely to 
remain healthy under the circumstances. In 
the absence of any special provision a selec. 
tion of plants may be made which require 
only a minimum amount of waterinthe air 
as, for example, the smaller forms of the 
cactus family. The night-blooming cereus 
does wellina room, although t so well 
adopted as some others on account of its 
lengthened stems and the space they occupy. 
The flat-stemmed epiphyllums, or crab cac- 
tus, as they are sometimes called, make fine 
room plants and bloom profusely with ordi- 
nary care. 

There are various species of oxalis.’ or 
wood-sorrel, which are exceedingly well 
adapted for room culture. They gre usually 
very proline in flowers; they re mostly 
tuberous-rooted, and the leaves indicate 
maturity of the bulbs by turning yellow and 
fading; they can be then set out in the Kar- 
den and again lifted and placed in pots 
towards the autumn. Amongthe best flower 
ing kinds may be mentioned Oxalis bowel! 
— versicolor, Oxalis rosea and Oxalis 

a va. 

Ihe Cyclamen persicum is a popular win- 
ter flowering plant. Of late years many fine 
varieties of this species have been produced 
some of them having a delightful fragrance. 
They naturally flower during the win 
terand early spring. One of the best room 
plants for winter flowers is the Chinese 
primrose, especially the varieties which 
have double flowers, they keep in bloom for 
months. They are somewhat dificult to pre- 
serve during the summer, but will generally 
succeed when set in a shaded position, keep- 
ing them in the pots, and waterin only 
when dry. They requireto be watered with 
care atalltimes. If kept too wet the stems 
will decay; hence the soil for them should 
be ot a porous character, and the drainage 
in the pots should be perfect, so that when 
water is giventhe surplus will readily run 
off. The single varieties are best managed 
when treated as annuals; that is, a supply of 
young plants being raised from 
are sOWD in the autumn.

This amount bas been supplemented dy tu, 
242. 4 in money and subscriptions from the 
Lake Employment Fund. The construction 
Of the lake is to be in accordance with plans 
and specifications made and approved by the 
commission named in the ordinance, com- 
based of the Mayor, the President of the 
Board of Public Improvement, 
Commissioner and the Park Commissioner. 
The Superintendent of the work has been ap- 
pointed by the President of the Board of 
Public Improvement. 

In accepting the trust committed to them 
the committee can only pledge in advance 
their best endeavors to make a wise, faithful 
and economical use ofthe money given for 
the proposed end. It is but reasonable to er- 
pect that the employment of men instead of 
improved machinery in the work of excava- | 
tion will add to the cost of the proposed en- 
terprise; but, as we understand the matter 
the special object of this work is to bring re- 
lief to our laboring men wo are out of em- 
ployment, and at the same time secure a 
public improvement which will be to the ad- 
vantage ofthe city. Evidently it is better 
that machines should rust in idleness than 
that men should starve or be driven to beg- 
gary. 

The circumstances in which our unem- 
ployed laborers are placed are exceptional, 
and demand exceptional remedies. While - 
the object of relief will be kept mainly in 
view, the money in our hands will not be ad- 
ministered as a charity, but to pay honest 
a dor, and in such a way as to secure the best 
possible results. In discharging their trust 
the committee will act in view of the follow- 
ling conditions: 

1. The largest number of men consistent 
with due economy and efficiency will be em 
ployed. 

2. None but competent laborers will be 
employed. Sincé work can not possibly be 
giveti to all who have applied for it, the 
selection’ must be made on the grounds of 
skillana efficiency. Residents of the city, 
whether having families or not, will be eligt+ 
ble, but preference will be given to men with 
families. 

8. The rate of wages must be such as not 
to induce men to leave employment for this 
emergency work, nor to stay at it when por - 
manent work is offered. In order to make 
the fund reach the greatest number in the 
way of relief the rate has been fixed at $1 per 
day, or 12% cents per hour. 

We trust t these conditions, which 
will govern our actions, will meet the pudite 
approval. But it will be obvious, upon refisc- 
tion, that the funds in our hands are entirely 
inadequate to bring any great measure of ro- 
lief to the multitudes who have applied for 
work. At the utmost they can furnish em- 
ployment to about 800 persons for a period of 
thirty-twodays. Butnearly 6,000 have ap- 
piled for work. The extentofthe improve- 
ment in the park is limited, practically, only

Commander, Gen. MoPherson, Placed 
. in the Same Car in Which He Lay 

Wounded—Knefler’s Story Refuted. 


For the past few days telegraphic dis- 
patches have been sent all over the country 
containing the allegation that Secretary 
These as- 

sertions originated in aninterview with ex- 

Pension Agent Gen. Fred Knefler of Indian- 

polis, Ind., who defies any one to prove 
that Gen. Gresham was in a battle, and who 

alleges that his wound was the resuit of his 
‘Deing shot by a ‘*‘bushwhacker’’ while on 
the march with his division from Decatur to 
-Atianta. 

Capt. F. J. Hedley, editor of the Bunker 
Hill (III.) Gazette, takes issue on this subject 
with Gen, Knefler. He was a staff officer 
under Gresham and is, therefore, an author- 
ity upon the subject. He holds the rank of 
Brevet-Captain inthe United States Volun- 
teers, is Adjutant of the 324 Illinois Infantry, 
member of the Society of the Army of the 
Tennessee and of the Dau Messick Post (III.) 
G. A. R., and a member of Missouri Com- 
mandery of the Loyal Legion. In addition, 
he is a warm personal friend of Gresham's. 

GRESHAM’S RECORD. 

„Gen. Gresham,’’ he said, ‘‘is the last 
and only surviving commander of a most 
notable diyision—the Fourth Division of 
Grant’s army at Shiloh. He was then a 
Major of an Indiana regiment, in the same 
division with myself, commanded by Gen. 
Hulbert. He was promoted and became 
Colonel and as such commanded his regi- 
ment during the siege of Corinth, and also 
atthe battle of the Hatch at a later day. 
I was close to Gresham when he commanded 
the military post of Natchez, Miss. This 
was in the old cotton stealing days. 

„At Nickajack Creek, a place well tothe 
north of Atlanta. Gresham’s division, with 
him in command, went into action. ISaw 
him there in as desperate a conflict as any 
waged during the 100 days’ fight in front of 
Atlanta.“ 

Referring to Gen. Knefler's statement re- 
garding the wounding of Gen. Gresham by a 
**bushwhacker,’’ Capt. Hedley sad: There 
were no rebel ‘bushwhackers’ in front of 
Gen.Sherman’s army in its march from Chat- 


tanooga to Atlanta; it was really one pro- 
longed battle. Gen. Knefler says thet Gresham 
went intothe hospital July 19, 1864, whereas 
the facts are these: Sherman’s army crossed 
the Chatzahooche about July 18 and crossed 
Peachtree Creek on the 20th, constituting the 
left of the army. On that day about noon 
Gresham heid his division in line of battle to 
make a charge upon Bald (or Legett’s) Hill, 
‘The hill was occupied, as we afterwards 
learned, by dismounted cavalry. I was close 
toGresham at that moment and we were 
immediately behind our skirmish line and in, 
front of our division, which was preparing 
for the charge. The last.I saw of Gresham 
was when he had viewed the situation 
through his field glass and ordered his Ad- 
jutant-General to send the division on its 
It was just as tbis officer, whose 
name I have forgotten, turned to deliver the 
order that Gresham was shot down. He had 
received a severe hip wound, which disables 
him to the present day. 

The death of Gen. McPherson was direct- 
ly dus to the wounding of Gresham. Had it 
not been for this the battle of the 224 would 
not have been fought, and McPherson would 
not have been killed. Inthe confusion inci- 
dent to the transferring of the command to 
the Senior Brigadier, after Gresham was 
wounded, Hardee’s infantry corps occupied 
the hill,and the opportunity tocapture it 
was lost. 

DEFENSE AGAINST THE SURGEONS.

MUST BE PROTECTE D. 


Conditions Under Which Iron Hall rundes 
Will Be Sent to Indianapolis. 


Judge Klein yesterday listened to argu- 
ments on the application of James F. Farley 
of Indlana polis for the transfer to him of the 
money of the Supreme Sitting of the Iron 
Hall, now in the hands of Brecken- 
ridge Jones, the receiver appointed by 
the st. Louis Courts. Falley was appointed 
receiver of the order by the courts of Indian- 
apolis, where the headquarters of the order 
were located, and he is known asthe home 
receiver. In his application for the transfer 
of the moneys he stated that the 


Missour! members would receive a large pro 
rata if the money now held by the Missouri! 
courts was joined with the funds in his 
hands. W. B. Homer, attorney for Falley, 
argued in favor of the allowance of the 
petition, and F. A. Wind, a member of the 
committee appointed by a mass-meeting held 
at Druid's Hall Friday night, pleaded fora 
postponement of action until the Indian- 
apolis courts took such measures as would 
guarantee a prompt and fatr distribution of 
the assets. Judge Klein finally decided 
to lay. the whole matter over until 
March 8, to givethe local branches timeto 
determine what course isfor their best In- 
terests. In the general discussion Judge 
Kline took occasion to say that unless the in- 
diana courts made an order to preserve the 
rights of citizens of Missouri he would not 
let the money go to a foreign jurisdiction, 
but would forceasettlement here. At an- 
other point he said that in his opinion the 
theory of the Iron.Hall was a very false one, 
andthatthe sooner its affairs were wound 
up the better it would be forall concerned. 
He believed that the courts at Indianapolis 
would take a very practical view of the issues 
involved, and he took it for granted that 
they would administer the affairs of the order 
faithfully, honestly and ſatelligently. 

R. N. Nichols, attorney for Recelver Jones, 
read to the court resolutions favoring the 
transfer to Indianapolis of the money in 
charge of the local receiver. Theresolutions 
were drawn up hy Roman Bishop. Returns 
were made to Failey’s application 
members of the order in three dif- 
ferent parts of St. Louls County 
asking thatthe application be made. Be- 
fore the argument, Receiver Jones filed a re- 
port, in which he recommended that thirty- 
four claims aggregating in amount $10,519.72, 
be disallowed, as he had investigated them 
and found them to be unjust and improper.

WAR OF RACES. 


The Mesquito Indians Drive Ont the 
Negro Invaders From Jamaica. 


NEw ORLEANS, La., Feb, 17.—The steam- 
ship William G6. Hewes arrived last night 
with the first intelligence of the uprising of 
the Mosquito Indians on the Mosquito Coast 
‘of Nicaragua and the overthrow of negro 
domination in Bluefields. That city is the 
chief town of the Mosquito territory ana 
probably the most important fruit ex- 
porting point in Central America. 
It seems that the laws of Nicaragua 
accord to the Mosquito Indians the exclus ive 
right to hold office and make laws in the 
reservation which includes Bluefields. Large 
immigration of negroes from Jamaica has 
for some time past made the negro element 
powerful and aggressive. At length they 
crowded the Indians out of the offices ana 
even threatened to depose Clarence Freder- 
ick, the Indian king of Mosquitia. 

This condition of affairs has existed for 


more thana year past. Lately, the Indians 
presented their grievances to the Nicarag- 
uan Government, and received permission to 
arm men and march into Bluefields to dis- 
possess the negroes. 

on Feb. 10, 500 mounted Indians entered 
Bluefields and quietly took possession. The 
members of the City Admipistration were 
orderea to resign, and new elections were 
called. No bloodshed occurred, the negroes 
quietly submitting, 7 the assurance from 
the officers of the Indians that no harm 
would be done them, so long as they re- 
frained from interfering in the, politics of the 
city. The negroes, however, are strong 
numerically and well armed and trouble is 
yet expected between the two races. 


The boundary lines of the territory called 
the Mosquito Coast are not clearly defined by 
the mapmakers or the Governments of Cen- 
tral America. It stretches along the Oarib- 

n Sea between Costa Rica onduras and 
Nicaragua, but the latter State claims juris- 
diction over it. Its area is variously es- 
timated from 15,000 to 86,000 square miles. 
The inhabitants are sai to num- 
ber 10,000, whose chief is called 
Mosquitia, . England once owned 
the territory, but ceded it to Honduras 
which in turn handed it over to Nicaragua. 
This transfer took place in 1860. The town 
of Bluefields has a good harbor, and vessels 

between there and the chief North 
American ports.

His 


HE I8 YOUNG, BUT ALREADY FaMOUS IB 
GERMANY AND FRANCE. 


An Enthusiast and a Genius—His Com- 
pilex Motives—To-Day a Realist, To- 
Morrow an Idealist—Ambitious Plans 
At Work on a Series of Plays Deal- 
ing With the Reformation. 


New York, Feb. 17.—Gerhart Hauptmann 
is here. 

Who is her 

He is a writer, a thinker, a playmaker and 
a poet the greatest of the younger German 
poets. Some would tell you he does not write 
in verse, but he createsin prose. His fame 
has spread within the last few months. From 
Germany, where for the past four years or so 
he has nad asmali but staunch following, it 
has reached Paris. The first performance of 
his admirable ‘*Weavers’’ by the Theater 
Libre, about a year ago, made an impression 
on French art. Erelong the play will be ex- 
citing London. An English version is nearly 
finished. 


HOW HE LOOKS, 

His form is fragile and his pale-blue eyes 
seem tired by long Introspection. The owner 
of those eyes isanenthusiastand a genius. 
You might mistake him fora man of 25, but 
he is over 30, and abroad he has turned out 
six important plays, besides novels and a 
volume of sport stories, published under the 
title of Der Apostel.“ . 

What great new light—what gospel has he 
Drought us? Is he a pessimist, like some 
young German writers of the day, or an op- 
timist, an idealist ora realist, a believer in 
matter or a disciple of the spiritualist 
school. Does he proclaim the doctrine of 
despair or does he preach of life and joy and 
hope? Is he a Socialist, as some suppose, or 
ananti-Socialist? It would be advisable not 
to put him many questions of this kind, how- 
ever. He wears no badge, 


HIS COMPLEX MOTIVES, 

The motives which impel artists are too 
complex, he would answer if you ques- 
tioned himastohis aims and creed. ‘‘To- 
day I may appear a realist; to-morrow I may 


seem an idealist. In one moodImay be a 
pagan; in another 1 would feel and write asa 
Christian.’’ 

hen it would not be right to speak of you 
as forming part of a new school?’’ 

„School? No. But the little groupof Ger- 
man writers among whom I am working, 
Hermann, Sudermann, Halbe and the rest, 
have something in common. We have com- 

Aon literary hatreds and we all work to one 
end. We are struggling to get loose from the 
conventional,toreturn tonature. Yes,nature. 
And, therefore, like all artists, I suppose I 
have a good deal of the pagan in me. To 
come extent I might even say that Iam anti- 
Christian, yet when I call on God my words 
mean something to me. Why anti-Christian? 
Because the very essence of Christianity is 
the renunciation of the beautiful, the nega- 
tion of the artistic, the voluntary sacrifice of 
the earthly joy, and Iloveart, I take delight 
in life. The Puritansare more logical than 
the Catholics when they condemn music and 
paintingand art generally. The Catholics 
are most heathen, thank heaven, and more 
human,’’ 


HIS PLANS, 

So Hauptman will notown he Is a pessi- 
mist, and yet the subjects he has treated are 
particularly sad. Some are, he 
answered, when I questioned him on this 
point. But were it not that Ihad so warm 


an interest in life, could I have written 
‘The Weavers?’ It is a mistake to judge an 
artist by a fragment of his work. I hope to 
have a moderate spelloflife. [hope that I 
shall have time before I die to carry out sev. 
eral plans that I have formed, and to con 
vince you that there are more sides than one 
tomyart. People have réproached me, in- 
deed, with being too various. I hold it weak- 
ness in an artist to be narrow.’’ 

A SERIES OF PLAYS. 

Jam at work now on a series of plays 
dealing with events which attend the Refor- 
mation. The first of these is under way. It 
will be called ‘Florian Geyer’ and presenta 
picture of the warin Franconia. Oneofthe 
characters will be Goethe’s hero, Goetz von 
serlicheingen. lam afraid I shall shock a 
good many by my portrait of Goetz. Ihave 
looked closely into his history and I have 
found that he was a very different person 
from the idolized old warrior of Goethe's 
drama. That, however, does not lessen my 
enjoyment of Goethe’s Goetz. 

Next I may deal with one of the more 
mystical phases of the Reformation. Thomas 
Murzger may be the center of this work, 
though, as a rule, I prefer to paint less fami- 
lar historical characters. Little, for in- 
stance, is Known of Florian Geyer. For this 
reason I shall try to steer clear of Luther. 


NOT A PREACHER. 

Hauptmann does not set up asa preacher, 
but when the point was pressed he owned 
that he might once have had a hope of 
making mena little better, a little kinder, a 


little more merciful to other men, by his 
plays. In youth we have illusions,’’ said 
he. In my earlier works I may have had a 
touch of the reformer’s zeal. It looks, I must 
admit, as though something of the sort 
guided me in writing ‘Vor Sonnenauigang’ (a 
study of inherited alcoholism and suicide). 
Nor will I deny that I have hoped that tne 
well-to-do folks who see my ‘Weavers’ may 
be moved bythe apalling misery which is 
reflected in that work, a misery 
with which I have deen brought in 
contact and which has moved me strangely. 
But, I repeat, only the most careful and 
painstaking analysis canexplainthe com- 
plex motives which dictate an artist’s work. 
Deeply as Iwas stirred by the woes of my 
weavers, for instance, when I conceive: the 
play, once Ihad set to work I saw nothing 
but the marvelous opportunities they gave 
me for creating a great, moving human 
drama. Inthe delight of buliding up my 
scenes, for the time being, I forgot all else. 
Yet, indirectly ‘The Weavers’ will teach 
something, I dare say. To a dramatist, 
however, it is of minor importance what he 
teaches.’’ 
**THE WEAVERS’’ AXD ‘‘HANNELE.’’ 

He wrote 'The Weavers,’ he assured me, 
and he wrote *‘Hannele’’ for the stage, not 
forthe closet. Every scene, every detail of 
the dialogue, was contrived with a distinct 
view to dramatic effect. 1 knew exactly 
what effects should and could be obtained. I 
suppose this why | was not wholly pleased 
by the performance of ‘The Weavers’ at the 
Berlin Freie Buehne, but the public seemed 
quite satisfied. It is not a dificuit work to 
produce, although it called fora large force 
of supers. Both at the two popular Volks’ 
Buehne in Berlin it has been performed suc- 
cessfully.’’ 


UNNATURAL ACTING, 

German acting he condemns. Goethe and 
Shakespeare are the only dramatists from 
whom he can learn anything. I look on 
the old forms of drama as worn-out instru- 


ments. Icaninventanew and finer instru- 
ment for myselfthanthe French dramatists 
could give me. Why should I read their 
plays? What we need is to get away from 
the old conventionals to something finer and 
more subtle. Our plays have grown conven- 
tional. Our German actors are convention- 
al. They have deen taught to speak and 
walk and move unnaturally. Give me the 
Italian actors’ artists, like Salvini, Rossi and 
Duse. They are natural.“

how could plays be acted which have no 
broad or general interest tothe public? It 
wasacheap and trite remark, made solely 
for the purpose of hearing what he would 
to the usual mangerial argument against 
artistic plays.

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PLAN INCLUDES WIDENING Mar 
STREET OPPOSITE THE DEPOT. 


All the Property Owners Are to Be Taken 


Into the Scheme—Pian of the Proposed 
Arcade—Its Total Estimated Cost Will 


Be $2,500,000. 


A syndicate is being formed to purchase the 
two blocks of ground fronting the new Union 
Depot on the north side of Market, extending 
from Eighteenth to Twentieth streets, and 
vacate a strip 40 feet wide on the south side 
of these two blocks, to be added to 
the present width of Market street. 
This will give Market street a width of 100 
feet fora distance of 863 feet opposite the 
new Union Depot and tetween Ei gut- 
teenth and Twentieth streets. The 
remaining portion of the two diocks 
after vacating the south 40 feet for the street 
purposes will be economic in size for bulld- 
ing purposes, and this with its frontage op- 
posite the depot on a street 100 feet wide will 
make the property more valuable 
than the two full blocks are 
at present, as they now front on 
Market street but 60 feet wide. It is pro- 
posed to take the remaining portion of the 
two blocks and the space occupied by Nine- 
teenth street, comprising a parcel of ground 
748 feet extending east and west by 121 feet 
north and south, and erect thereon an eight- 
story, fire-proof building covering the entire 
ground, This building is to have a drive- 
way arcade 50 feet wide by one story high 
extending south and north through it op- 
posite Nineteenth street and two 
arcades for pedestrians 12 feet 
wide extending through the 
building from north to south, one story high, 
one midway between Eighteenth street and 
the Nineteenth street arcade and one mid: 
way between the Nineteenth street arcade 
and Twentieth street. The building will be 
provided with an open court 24 feet wide 
above the first story and extending east and 
west throughout its entire length, dividing it 
into two sections, one on the south 
and one on the north, each. sec-

The first story will contain fifty-six 

stores, each 24x60 feet, twenty-eight fronting 
Market street and twenty-eight fronting 
Chestnut street, arranged for each to extend 
to the middle of the central court, to admit 
light and air into the rear of each store. 
The stores abutting back to back on each 
other will admit of each pair being converted 
into one large store 24x12) feet by the central 
partition being taken out. This will also give 
them a frontage on two streets, Market and 
Chestnut. Thestores adjoining the arcades 
will have the advantage of having 
entrances on the arcades as wellas on Mar- 
ket and Chestnut streets. The building is to 
be constructed so that the walls or partitions 
separating the several stores are not used to 
support the superstructure, but may be left 
outto connect as many stores as may be re- 
quired into unobstructed space. 

The eastern half ot the building, compris- 
ing 875 rooms, is designed for offices for rail- 
roads and transportaiton companies and is 
constructed so that partitions between rooms 
may be left outso as to form offices and 
rooms of any required size, 

The western half of the building, compris- 
ing 860 rooms, is designed for hotel and room 
ing purposes for railroad men, andis sus- 
ceptible of most ample and commodious ac- 
commodations;for office, lobby and cuisine 
departments. 

By theample and commodious office ar- 
rangements of this building and flexible ar- 
rangement and division of the rooms to be 
extended to any required dimensions it is 
hoped to centralize the general freight om 
ces, and in fact the general railroad offices of 
all railroad industries having their head- 
quarters in St. Louis, as wall as the offices of 
all transportation companies. 

The building is to be constructed of granite 
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brick, trimmed in gray stone. It win be 
supported bya steel framework throughout 
and win be strictly fireproof, The interior 
finish will de in natural woods. Eight high- 
speed elevators and four sets of marble 
Stairways from the cellar tothe top of the 
building will give ample accommodations, to 
guests and inmates, 

The bullding can be erected and completed 
for $1,600,000, and it is thought that the realty 
can be purchased for $900,000, making the 
total cost of the enterprise $2,500,000. It is 
proposed to form a syndicate to carry this 
enterprise with a capital of $900,000, 
that will issue $1,000,000 worth of first mort- 
gage bonds and $600,000 worth of second | 
mortgage bonds, and issue $900,000 In stock. 
Itis proposed to take the present realty 
owners of the two blocks into the syndicate 
and purchase their several properties ata 
fair valuation, paying for them $300,000 cash, 
$300,000 in second mortgage bonds and $300,000 
in common stock, which would leave $900,000 
toraise by membersof the syndicate out- 
side of the present realty owners in the two 
blocks. 


GEN. ANDERS0N’S MONUMENT 


To Be Unveiled at Savannah With Im- 
posing Ceremonies. 


SAVANNAH, Ga., Feb. 17.—All the militia of 
the city will unite, Feb. 22, in the exercises 
at the unveiling of a monument to Gen. 
Robert Houston Anderson, which will take 
place at Bonaventure Cemetery. 

The monument, which was made by 
Architect Alexander Doyle of New York, ar- 
rived to-day. It is simple in design, con- 
sisting ofalarge granite base surmounted 
by a copper bust of Gen. Anderson. The 
movement towards erecting the monument 
was started by the members of the Savannah 
police force in 1888, just after the death of 
their brave chief, 

Gen. Anderson was born in Savannah in 
1835 and received his early military education 
at West Point Military Academy. He took 
an active part in the campaign in Northern 
Virginia and was made a Brigadier-General 
after the battle of Chester, in which he was 
severely wounded. He held the position of 
Chief of Police in Savannah up to the time of

The movable night-lamp, illustrated in the 
accompanying cut, does not cost more than 
a cent per night, and has the advantage of ac- 
companying the individaal who goes up and 
down the stairs after the gas has been shut 
off.

In order to 
light one’s way up stairs, the lodger grasps 
at the bottom of the stairs a Naht counter- 
poise attached to the lamp bya cord, 10 
which manipulation the lamp ascends wit 
him, thus shedding light on his progress.

A Handstick Which Carries a Battery 
end Electric Light.

Various attempts have been made to con- 
struct a cane of outward elegant appearance 
and containing an electric lighting ap- 
paratus, butthese inventions have always

proved unsuccessfal until just now. 
The trouble has always been with the 
battery, which in this case, however, works 
to perfection. 

The battery which operates the lamp in the 
top part of the cane is composed of several 
zinc tubes, each of which contains carbon 
insulated with zinc. Each tube is partially 
filled with a solution of ammonia and care- 
fully plugged up. They are placed above 
each other, as may be seen from the cut. 
The electric lamp is then screwed down and 


unites with the battery through a spiral 
spring. After this the knob is put 
down, which expands and telescopes 
also by means of a — 
80 as to disclose the amp. 
The circuit is then closed. At the top ofthe 
wooden tube containing the battery is fas - 
tened a metal bar which connects witha 
screw by means of a copper wire, apparently 
imbedded in the wood of the cane about 
eighteen inches belowthelamp. This screw 
sustuins the battery and communicates with 
the negative pole (the zinc). The positive 
pole (the carbon) is directly united .with the 
top of the battery by means of an ebony but- 
ton surmounted by the lamp, aspiral spring 
filling out the interspace. 

When the lamp is exposed an elastic blade 
is detached from theinner side of the knob 
and touches the metal bar. A vivid light 
fiashes into view, sufficientto see objects in 
close vicinity very pialnly. 


Electricity Versus Microbes.

There Ars 56,000,000 of Them, Ore With 
a Collection Worth $500,000. 


Five millions of postage-stamp collectors, 
among whom are Their Royal Hithnesses the 
Duke of York and the Duke of Saxe - Cobursæ, 
have Caused plilately to advance in popular 
favor by leaps and bounds, says the London 
Telegraph. 80 great is the competition 
for rare issues that £340 has been paid 
for a single specimen. Postage-stamp 


collecting is no longer a mere pastime or 
hobby, jt isa science, as pliilatelists say, 
and, atallevents,they make of it a very 
serious pursuit. There are still people who 
hold tothe beliefthat the passion for pre- 
serving postage stamps is nothing but a 
mania, excusabie during boyhood, for it is 
supposed to be useful in teaching lads 
peography and the extent of the British Em- 

ire, but when men devote theirtimeto col 
ecting foreign colonial or English issues 
they are frequently looked upon as harmless 
Junatics, to whom the old adage may 
e appropriately applied: ‘*Fools and their 
money are soon parted.’’ Philatelists, how- 
ever, are possessed of considerable common 
sense, and much method underlies thelr nad 
ness. In truth, stamp coliecting has devel- 
oped an important feature, for, as acor- 
respondent points out, it has become the 
recognized medium of investment onthe part 
of thousands of professional and business 
men, Whoare content to foregoimmediate 
dividenis upon their capital in order to real- 
ize compound interest ata highrate. 

Members of tine Stock Exchange—from a 
love of speculation—barristers, doctors, army 
officers very largely, and theclergy to some 
extent are to be found gravely and systemat- 
ically Collecting stampsto-day. Many of them 
possess collections numbering tens of thou- 
sands of specimens, and some of these are of 
great value, and are duly insufed at Lloya's. 
It is probable, however, that no British 
philatelist can vis with Von Ferrary, of 
Paris, whose treasures are saidto be worth 
£100,000.. Important collections bave been 
made in Australia, and it is stated that dur- 
ing the late bank crisis more than one house 
of business saved its mercantile credit by 
raising money on rare postage stamps which 
were held by the partners.

to attend to it. That there 
bas been a better trade during the past week 
there is no question. There has been an in- 
crease of 8. 700 bbis in the output and the 
mills have bees running on Detter time than 
tor many weeks, the shipments were 44,009 
bbis, or almost 10,000 bbis larger than the 
week before, andthere was more activity 
and life manifest than for sometime. The 
phenomenal decline in wheat, and the fact 
that millers are working on a very small 
profit, a good deal of flour, no doubt, having 
been sold at bare cost, and that flour begins 
to look very cheap at $2.40 per Dbl for extra 
fancy and 62.70 for patent, were the factors 
that caused a better trade. It is estimated 
that about 50,000 sacks have been marked for 
export the past week, as offers and bids have 
been freely made. Most®of this trade was of 
the special brand order to points in 
Great Britain and low prices gen- 
erally had to be named to bring 
itabout. The domestic trade was the most 
satisfactory, as it was the most profitable. 
The low prices have caused the south and 
Southeast to buy very freely, New Orleans in 
particular taking large blocKs. Stocks bave 
been very low in those sections for a long 
time, and it now looks as if prices had 
reached bottom, and that jobbers are about 
ready to replenish supplies and antici- 
pate future wants. The Eastern trade 
remained small, as high freight 
rates prevent local millers from competing 
for that business. Total shipments during 
the week were 44,009 Dbis, of which 29,599 
went South, 13,202 East (mostly export) and 
1,208 North and West. Although wheat ad- 
vanced a little yesterday, the demand was 
no less pronounced, a dealer reporting the 
sale of 25 cars for domestic account, and a 
miller a lot of 6,0 sks for export to the 
United Kingdom.

Cotton has done no more than to hold Its 
own, and the market has been devoid of new 
or interesting features. Trade has been dull 
both in this country and in Europe, spinners 
buying very sparingly, and the only en- 
couragement was derived from the lighter 
receipts, The movement into sight for the 
week shows a decrease from last 
year’s figures for the first time since 
the third week in September. The 
receipts from plantations. have, however, 
been large enough tocreate distrust of short 
crop estimates, yet indications are that the 
movement at all points will be small, as ad- 
vices from the cotton belt reiterate the state- 
ments that supplies are quite exhausted. 
The low prices at which the new crop options 
are held is rewarded asa significant feature 
and as an evidence that some are disposed to 
act on the belief that present prices offer 
but small inducement to planters to increase 
their production next year. This is, to some 
extent, corrobcrated by the reports that 
come fromthe Sonth with regard to the re- 
stricted output of fertilizers this year. The 
developments have been unfavorable as far 
as cotton goods are concerned. There has 
been a sharp breakin print cloths to 2%c, 
some of the best known cottons have been 
put at the lowest prices ever made, and there 
is more talk of general closing of mills. The 
cotton market has been very quiet locally. 
Both the receipts and sales were small. Cot- 
ton was generally held above views of buy- 
ers, both domestic and foreign. 
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The condition ot the hay market the past 
week was more discouraging than the week 
before. Receipts fell off considerably—3305 
tons against 4,630 tons the week before-and 
shipments were 843 tons against 956 tons the 
previous week. Notwithstanding the sharp 
decrease in receipts, stocks have shown a 
steady accumulation, until all the available 
storage room has been filled. The stocks in 
store of 700to 800 cars are the largest ever 
known at this season of the year. Most of 
the hay in stock runs to the medium and 
lower grades. For this class of hay 
there is only a limited demand and dealers 
claim it is useless to endeavor to force sales, 
as even sharp declines would not increase 
the movement, and prices would be forced 
down without obtaining the relief desired. 
Buyers are generally well informed of the 
condition of affairs and seldom fall to secure 
concessions on what they want from day to 
day. The market has gradually and steadily 
declined, with a loss on the week of fully $1 
per ton. For the top grades of bright green 
hay ¢a fair local demand existed, but not suf - 
fle ient to absorb the offerings, and prices 
at the close of the week were fully per 
ton lower than the week before. Dealers at 
this point who have worked in the export 
trade claim that considerable hay has 
been placed for export, but that none has 
been taken directly from here. All the hay

The situation as regards the peach crop in 
Texas is not near so bad as predicted. Mr. 
S. McCain, one of the leading growers and 
shippers of Tyler, Tex., writes P. M. Kiely & 
Co., under date of Feb. 14: I have been 
through my orchard and have examined the 
buds carefully and I find it is all right yet, 
and unless very severe weather sets in later, 
don’t see anything to prevent a large crop of 


fruit. 


The orange box is now being utilized at a 
few shipping points for an entirely new pur- 
pose. it isabout the same size as the regu- 
lar egg case carrying 80 dozen eggs ard the 
fillers fit into it snugly and the packages have 
appeared here last week for the first time as 
egg cases—coming from Arkansas.

THE COLUMBUS QUADRIGA. 

For the first time a detail view is given of 
the famous Columbus Quadriga which 
formed the central decoration of the beauti!- 
fal colonnade on the lake front at the head of 
Grand Basin. It represents the explorer in 
@ chariot drawn dy four horses and 
led by two maids. He is coming 


to greet the Western Hemisphere, which 1s 
represented as seated on the top of the Mac- 
monnies fountain looking with surprise and 

ladness atthe approach of the discoverer. 

‘he masterwork was destroyed along with the 
colonnade by the fire ofjJan. 8, this year, and 
Many curio hunters snatched the bits of 
stuff from the smoldering ruins of the once 
magnificent group as che most valuable sou- 
venirs they could obtain of the greatest ex- 
position ever beheld. 

SOUTH PORCH OF THE ART PALACE. 

This was the center of the great ionic pic- 
ture that awoke so much enthusiasm among 
the architects of the work, It was approached 
by water, and the object of its creator in 
uniting mass with simpli¢t:tyand still pre- 
serving lonlan conventions was here best ap- 
prehended. Mr, C. B, Atwood, the architect 
of the peristyle and south colonnade,erected 
this huge temple, and, following the meas.- 
urements of the ancient builders, be added 
roof and dome in accordance with the devel- 
opment or modernarchitectural ideas. The 
caryatides, wherever seen, are by Martiny, 
for after the rapidity and success with which 
he had covered the Agricultural Bullding 
with statues, he was solicited to give his aid 
tothe Art Palace. The statueon the stair- 
way, by Olin IJ. Warner, was one of eight 
somewhat similar figures. The lions were 
made by Edward Kemeys and A. Phimester 
Proctor. The Art Palace remains as the 
home of the Field Columbian Museum. 

SPIRIDON’S PICTURES. 

The galleries of Italy in the Art Palace 
were situatedin the west pavilion, and if 
We entered that annex from the south on 
the way from the buildings fof tthe lake 
States we came atonceon the oil paintings 
which are here portrayed. Over the door- 
way into the next gallery was the black 
figure at the left called ‘*Sappho.’’ and on 
the same west wall next in order was Fol- 
lette.’’ They were, painted by 1. Spiridon of 

Rome. In their essence they are Parisian. 
JOAN OF ARC. 

This oil painting was hung on the east wall 
of gallery 55, in the East Pavilion of the Art 
Palace, among the pictures exhibited by 
France. It was painted by Malllart, of Paris, 
and was the only picture by this artist to be 
seen at the exposition. The girl of Dom- 
Remy, working in the flelds, is constantly 
solicited from heaven to save Charles VII. 
and France. The figure and enthusiasm of 
the maid are finely established on the true 
lines of art. 

INVASION OF CUPID'S REALM. 

This oll painting, sometimes known as the 
**Wasp’s Nest, hung on the north wall of 
gallery 56, east pavilion, of the rotunda, in 
the French section ofthe Art Palace. It is 
the work of brilliant Adoiphe Bouguerean of 
Paris, and is owned by Mr. Charles T. Yerkes 
of Chicago. The painting was loaned by its 
possessor to the French Commission. 

THE PORCELAIN PORCH. 

The most striking feature of the German 
exhibit on Columbia avenue in the Manu- 
factures Building was the porcelain porch 
shown in the view, the entire structure be- 
ing of china—the output and monument of 
the Royal Porcelain Factory of Berlin, and 
the most astonishing performance in.the his- 


tory and achievements of 22 mye 
- transportation to Chicago without mishap Of 


the enormous and fragile construction added 
wonder upon wonder. 
ALCOVE WALL OF THE PORCELAIN PORCH, 
The painting represented in the view is 
Gone on porcelain, and decorated the wall of 
the north alcove of the porcelain porch, 
which was the most strixing exhibit of the 
German section on Columbia avenue in 
Manufactures Building. It was intended as 
a setting for the display of porcelain dishes 
and ornaments. This painting is by Prof. A. 
Kips of Berlin, It represents Cupid turned 
singing master, book and baton in band. 
Grilling the chorus of the woods and lakes. 


THE BISMARCK COLLECTION. 

But a short distance within the iron fence 
that served as the facade of the German sec- 
tion on Columbia avenue in the Manufact- 
ures Bullding siood the great porcelain 
perch, and about it. on three sides, were 
Cases such as the one seen inthe distance 
behind the Columbian Guard. The Bismarck 


collection was the attractive title which 
Grew the people of all nations to these quar- 
sore. but there were few cases which held 

ismarckian trophies exclusively. in this 
case, however, as well as in the one that 
stood directly in front of the 2 Hg porch, 
the articles were principally those which 
had been presented to the Chancellor of 
Blood and iron when he ruled the destinies 
of Fatherland under the old Kaiser. 


FRENCH AND GERMAN PORCELAINS, 
The onlooker, in this view, may very nearly 
catch the difference between the finest work 
done in French and in German ceramics. On 
the left is a vase from the celebrated French 
National Factory at seyres, near Paris. On 


the right is a vase which stood in the Pavilion 
of Royal Saxon Porcelain, in the German sec- 
tion. The latter vase was one of a pair, and 
the pair was intended as the lateral decora- 
tion of a mirror treated with the same pro- 
fusion of porcelain flowers. The ‘Teutonic 
taste is delighted with the marvelous skill 
shown in the manipulation of the clay, pre-

Nothing is said here of a quorum or of a 
majority of those present. As Mr. Crunden’s 
ter in of office does not expire until January, 
1895, it will be seen that he has an extended 
tenure in prospect uniess a detter- attended 
meeting is held than that of Friday evening. 

That is Mr. Crunden’s View of the situation 
and he is determinedto perform the duties 
of Librarian until properly removed. So he 
announcedto Mr, Langion. Mr. Crunden 
had gone home when a reporter for the Post- 
DISPATCH Called at the library. Mr. Langton 
divined the 8 of the call ang said he 
had been instructed how to answer any ques- 
tions concerning this matter. 

Mr. Crunden will Continue to act as 

Librarian, he Wishes me to say, 
until ne is removed according to 
the rules governing the matter. 
There were Only eight members of tne Board 
of Managers at the meeting, of whom six 
voted for the removal of Mr. Crunden. Un- 
less @ majority of the whole board vote for 
the removal he will persist in acting as Li- 
brariap and, I presume, in drawing bis sal- 
ary. 
Of course, all the assistants can be ousted 
more unceremoniously. There is no special 
rule, but Only the general law of Missouri, 
applicable to the case. That assures then 
Of their places untii march 1.’’ 

President Frederick W. Brockman of the 
School Board was asked what action this 
view of the matter calied for: 

Jad not think anything further wil be 
necessary to be done, he replied. 10 tell 
the truth, I had not given the matter any 
attention, Ishould think that anyone that 
sees he is not wanted would yieid.’’

CONVICTED OF AR&ON. 


Handrick Gets Leven Years for Setting 
Fire to the St. Louis Coffin Co. Place. 


John W. Handrick was convicted. of arson 
inthe Criminal Court yesterday and given 
seven years in the penitentiary for setting 
fire to the warehouse of the St. Louis Coffin 
Co. at Thirteenth and Poplar streets about 
two months ago... Handrick burned the place 


because he was compelled to pay fora buggy 
belonging to his employers whfich had been 
broken. Ihe loss by the fire was $100, 000. 


DIED OF SMALL-POX. 


John Murphy, One of the Two Patients 
Sent Down Together, Succumbs. 


John Murphy died of small-pox at quaran- 
tine Friday. He and aman named Andrew 
Flynn were taken from the New Home, on 
the Levee, some days ago, both suffering 
from small-pox. Murphy’s case soon. as- 
sumed a violent form ashehad never been 


vaccinated. Flynn, who had been vacc!l- 
nated some time ago, had a very mild attack 
and will probably retover. 


DENOUNCED ‘BY STORTS. 


Jeff Severely Criticises the Fracticss of 
Attorney Joe Furling. 


Attorney Jeff Storts created quite a sensa- 
tion in the First District Police Court yester- 
day in denouncing the practices of Joe Fur. 
ling, another attorney. He claimed protec- 
tion from Judge Morris, but was given little’ 
satisfaction, and was told that if he had any 
grievance to place it im the form of 
an affidavit. Furling, Storts says, 
has abused the practice of law by 
coming between him and one of his clients. 
Storts had been engaged to defend Lottie 
Smith and Tiliie Wilson, two street walkers, 
but found that the case against the Smith 
woman has be nolie prosequied without 
his knowledge. e other woman wäs forced 
to go to trial and was fined $10. Storts in- 
vestigated, and says he found that Joe Fur. 
ling bad obtained $5 from the Smith woman 
and told her he would have her case nolle 
prossed. This, Storts says, was the most dis- 
reputable trick ever played in that court. 


ASPHYXIATED HERSELF. 


Peculiar Method of Sufcide Adopted by 
Lissie Smith. 


An inmate of the immoral resort, No. 129 
Poplar street, named Lizzie Smith, was 
found dead in bed yesterday morning, hav- 
ing been asphyxiated by gas. It is supposed 
she committed suicide. She was 18 years of 
age and is the young woman who came here 
some time ago from Noble, Ark., giv- 
ing her name as Mrs. Robert Renfrew. 
She told the police - that she was 
a poor country girl, that her husband had 
just died, and that she had come to seek 
work.

New York, Feb. 17.—Advices from Chicago 
received to-day indicate that the opposition 
to the Chicago Gas Co. has taken such shape 
as to be no longer refused countenance by 
the Mayor. A new resolution is to be intro- 
duced in the City Council next week which, 
it is said, the Mayor will sign when passed. 
This news led toa heavy selling in Chicago 
Gas, which carried it down 1% points and 
made it the feature of the day. A selling 
movement in Sugar depressed that stock 1% 
points, though no valid reasons were ad- 
vanced with the break. The general market 
closed lower on Umited business, the only 
other contribution to market news being the 
St, Paul statement, showing a decrease in 
earnings. The heavier grain movementin the 
West, induced through the decline in wheat, 
was considered responsible for the good 
showing. After the close dispatches were 
received indicating a 1 cent duty stralght on 
sugar. The bank statement shows a de- 
crease in surplus reserves of $11,000,000. Cash 
holdings decreased $12,000,000, of which $9,- 
000,000 came from specie holdings. De posits 
decreased $4,184,000; loans increased 86. 713, 
000. Circulation reduced, the decline extend- 
ing to $447,000. Surplus holdings remain 75, 
000,000 above legal requfroments and tue per- 
centage of cash to deposits is a little under 40 
percent. Financial affairs are not brighter 
with the lapse of another week. 

Dullness has settled down on the street, 
and as a rule bankers and brokers have con- 
cluded that a considerable period must 
elapse before one event or another will It 
matters outofthe rut. Business in general 
does not improve, and trade journals which 
a fortnight ago detected signs of a revival in 
some branches admit that the improvement 
is mot sustained. Such false starts will no 
doubt be observed from time to time as stocks 
become depleted,but there can be no general 
recovery until the tariff has been disposed 
of. When that rösult shall have been 
attained it will be reasonable to ex- 
pect that the wheels of trade will 
be set going with consicerable momentum, 
as there has been a period of restricted pro- 
duction. The non-sefttiement of the tariff 
naturally checks the growth and causes bus! 
ness to be conducted on a hand to mouth ba- 
sis. Far-seeing critics are disposed to post- 
pone prophecies as to the revival until the 
conditions of the next crop of the country 
arecapable of being judged, These same 
observers consider that this year's poor 
crops and the low prices obtained for th 
have never yet received their proper place 
inthe list of evils that have combined to 
bring about the present hard times. 

The country has been so concerned with 
the evils threatened by the Sherman law and 
tariff legislation that it has not properly con- 
cerned itself with the vast lessening of the 
national income through the small returns 
received for the products of the soil. At the 
same time there is a certain sense of satisfac- 
tion in —.— that so much trouble 18 over, 
Such a sbaking up cannot Dut haye a good 
effect. Trade has become contracted, but it 
has also been divested of everything ap- 

roaching inflation. Business men are learn- 
ng lessons in economy that will lead to 
better profits in better times. In the 
street at present conjecture wit 
confined to some events which 1 
give a start to speculation. The settlement 
of the tariff, the successful reorganization of 
the many great Dankrupt rallroad proper- 
tles, the crops, or an international agree- 
ment as to silver, are variously regarded ag 
tending singly or together to this end. All 
require time and their settlement has to be 
placed months ahead. Inthe meantime, as 
persons who live by speculation must specu- 
late, the industrials which are most affected 
by the agitation over the tariff monopolize 
the interest of the street. At other times 
such a condition would be ons to be deplored, 
since the public, asa rule, have fared badly 
through operations in industrials, and 
the street without public would de 
worse than Monte Carlo without fgamesters. 
But the survivors of the patronage so neces- 
sary to the prosperity of that section are 
veteran players. They know all the pvints 
of the game and are less apt to suffer from 
the manipulation than the amateur. They 
see nothing to be gained by operating on 
either side of the marketin the grangeror 
trunk line shares, and so betake themselves 
where at least the playislively. . 

Once ina while, generally once in a year, 
the managers of the industrials take the 
shareholders into their confidence and tell 
them the result of the year’s business. The 
rest of the time, to those or of the inner cir- 
cle, their investments possess a degree of un- 
certainty that is agreeable or otherwise ac- 
cording to the temperament of the indt- 
vidual. From a purely speculative stand- 
point, though, there Is no denying the charm 
the tndustrials possesg for the ordinary oper- 
ator., The deciarati of the dividend on 
Burlington had an immense effect on the 
stock market, as the bears had persuaded 
themselves the dividend would be 
reduced, They put out a short 
line in this and the other 
grangers on the theory that the reduction of 
the dividend on ‘this stock would be calcu- 
latedto induce liquidation on the part ot 
outside holders. There seems to be some 
difference of opinion as tothe wisdom of the 
directors in maintaining the usual rate, 
though most ot the erities base theie dissent 
on the assumed likelihood that the dividend 
will have to be reduced. This is by no means 
certain. The Burlington property can be 
operated very cheap, and its recent state- 
ments show the extent of the economics that 
have been introduced to meet the situation. 
It is unfair to assume that the managers of 
the property are neglecting necessary out- 
lays or practicing andue economy, and, in 
fact, there seems little doubt that there is 
room for saving in many other companies. 

The mere announcement that the New York 
Central proposes tocut down expenses was 
utilized for a bear attack on that stock dur- 
ing the week. The fact that a solvent road 
is operated for the benefit of its shareholders 
rather than for that of its employes is over-* 
looked in criticisms of the above kind. When 
the St. Paul company resumed dividends 
in 1891, it was stated that the directors saw 
their way clearto maintain them in the fa- 
ture. Yet on the approach of each period be- 
fore the declaration of the dividend those 
who do notown the stock work themselves 
into a nervous fit as to the chances of its be- 
ing passed. Except on the very gratuitous 
assumption that a period of permanent de- 
pression has set in, it seems doubtful whether 
the directors of a railway corporation are not 
justified in maintaining dividends even when 
the earnings may fall something short of the 
necessary surplus. The creditof the prop- 
erty and other sound reasons may be adduced 
in support of this view. , 

The course of the sterling exchange market 
this week has been interesting, rates having 
advanced toa point above those prevailing 
when the last gold shipments were made.

There being a quantity of raw material on 
hand, the order direets the receiver to con- 
tinue the operation of the mills until this is 
worked up. It is stated on good uuthority 
that the mills are paying institutions, and 
that they Would not embarrassed but for 
indorsements they Nave given. 

On the application of unsecured creditors 
to the amount of $28,000, the Chester Manu- 
facturing Co. of @hester, 8. C., has been 
placed in the bands of S. Mu. Jones, as tem- 
porary receiver. The question of the ap- 

ntment ofa permanent receiver will be 
heard on the 2thinst. There are two mort- 
gages against the Company for $60, each, 
The mills have been running for some time 
under an arrangement with Woodward, 
Baldwin & Co. of eR ork, who handle its 
product.

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STORY OF A MURDER | 


Differing Tales Told by Three Convicts 
in the Missouri Penitentiary. 
THE KILLING OF “LUCKY” MORGAN IN 
DADE COUNTY FOUB YEARS AGO. 


George and Frank Patten, Now Doing 
. . Time, Say Another Prisoner, Bob No- 
5 Kee, Confessed to Them That He Com- 
mitted the Orime— The Latter’s De- 


nial. 


JEFFERSON City, Feb. 17.—On March 17. 
1890, four years ago next month, an atrocious 
murder was committed in Dadeville, Dade 
Co., Mo., the perpetrator or perpetrators of 
which having up to the present time eluded 
justice. Through accident a Post-DIsPaTca 
correspondent has been put in possession of 
statements which, if true, will deliver the 
murderer into the hands of the proper 
authorities. Even should the avowal, as 
made to your correspondent prove false, it 
shows a knowledge of the crime which may 
eventually lead to detection. 

Briefly, the history of the murder is as fol- 


lows: On the night of March 17, 1890, a dance 


was in progress in the little town of Dade- 
ville, continuing late into the night, Lysan- 
n der W. Morgan, a batchelor of about 65 years 
of age, familiarly known as Lucky“ 
Morgan, was running a lunch counter, 
and in the interest of business was up 
at an unusually late hour, He was seen at 
midnight, and was known to be alive at the 
hour of 8a. m., his voice being heard in 
angry altercation at that time. Next morn- 
ing his body was found ina well situated on 
the premises, having been pitched in head- 
foremost. When taken out, itj was discov- 
ered that his head was crushed in and his 


throat cut from ear to ear. The hatchet and

man. Robbery was either the motive or an 
nter thought, as the house was ransacked 
dana jewelry and money known to be in po 
session of Morgan were missing.

About three weeks ago a letter from George 
and Frank Patten, two brothers, now doing 
time in the penitentiary, addressed toa cer- 
tain person in St. Louis was intercepted and 
shown to your correspondent. In this letter 
the two brothers tell the story as follows: 

Sometime in the fall of 1893 they were con- 
fined in jail in Lamar, Barton County, await- 
ing trial on the chargeof stealing. With 


them, also awaiting trial, was J. C. Galsby, 
alias Bob McKee. During confinement the 
men got on intimate terms and McKee, so 
the brothers claim, ay en to them that so 
soon as they regained liberty he would give 
them $500 to put one R. L. Swain, a merchant, 
doing business in Vinita, I. T., out ofthe 
way, the money to be supplied by the 
wife of Swain, who had promised 
to marry Galsby, alias McKee, in the 
event of the job being successfully done. The 
brothers unblushingly admit that they took 
the matter under advisement, but finally de- 
termined to refuse, McKee urged, but they 
declared they were afraid of detection and 

unishment. McKee then, to show how easy 

t was to cover up their tracks, confessed to 
the Killing of Morgan and boasted that it was 
no trick at all to keep out of the hands of 
justice. This confession was made for the 
pur pose of showing the brothers that there 
need be no fear of results, but they claim 
that they flatly refused. 

Shortly after this conversation all three 
were tried and sentto the penitentiary, ar- 
riving here about four months ago. The 
Patten boys claim that thelr only object in 
making the matter publicis to clear them- 
selves in case McKee should in the future 
have the job done, as they neither want 
it charged to them orto be considered in 
anywise as accessory before or after the 


act. 

Such is the story as told by the Patten 
brothers, and reiterated to your correspon- 
pent in several interviews recently had with

One of two things is certain, either 
McKee is the man, or knows something that 
would lead to the detection of the muraerer, 
or the Patten boys themselves did the job, or 
KNOW a great deal about who did do it. The 
authorities now have a chance of solving the 
mystery. 

Galsby's personal description is as follows: 
Five feet 5% inches tall; foot 9% inches long; 
brown hair; eyes gray; complexion fair;wore 
full beard when received at penitintiary; 
bald on top of head; scar on left knee; isa 
batchelor of 58 years of age. 

The Patten boys say that McKee claimed 
to have been a Deputy United States Marshal 
at the time of the Oklahoma rush.

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MORE RIGID RULES.} 


A Plan to Require Fupils to Be Better 
Prepared for the High School. 

There is a proposition before the School 
Board to meet the demand for additional 
high schools by requiring better preparation 
on the part of applicants for admission and 
by the same means to make the high schoo! 
course more beneficial to those to take it by 
virtué of their increased proficiency. 

Mr. H. C. Grawe of the Teachers Commiit- 
tee has introduced the following resolution 
looking to this end: . 

Whereas. No pupil should be permitted to enter 
the High School who is not thoroughly prepared, 


and 
Whereas, The present system of sending pupils, 
who have completed the eighth grade, te the High 
as * examination is not satisfactory, there- 
fore be 

Resolved, That only those pupils whe have fully 
completed the eighth grade course ina first-class 
school shall be permitted to enter the High School 
and that the rules for admission shall be as follows: 

Pupils ofithe eighth grade shall be graded on 
their dally work on examinations giver from time 
to time throughout the year, as well as on the final 
examination. The questions forthe final examina- 
tion shall be prepared or approved by the superina- 
tendent or the assistant superiatendent in charge, 
and the answers to these questions shail also be in- 
spected and graded bythem. The mimimum shall 
be oneach braach 50 per cent aud the pupils who 
make an average of 70 percent shal! receive a eer- 
tificate and be admitted to the High School on 
recommendation of the principal and superin- 
tendent. 

Pupils who have completed the eighth grade, but 
fail to make an average of 70 per cent or fall below 
the minimum of 50 percent may be permitted to 
take another examination at the High School, and 
ifeeccesaful, shall be admitted to the same; how- 
ever, no papil shall be admitted to these examina- 
tions unless due notice has been given by such pupil 
to the Superintendent three days after the first ex- 
amination. ‘ 

Under the present rule, examinations are 
held semi-annually at the Normal and High 
Schools, The Superintendent approves the 
questions asked and the examining commit- 

teachers in the Normal and 8 
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eig Bea, grate course ina first-class dis- 
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entire system of High School education. 
The entire class must measure its progress 
by the capacity of the dull pupils. Besides 
the appropriations for High School work are 
growing too rapidly. fhereisacry from the 
south and from the North for more district 
schools. Our funds are exhausted. At the 
same time children who would do well in the 


district schools are in water beyond their 


depth. They would do much better in the 
district schools. 

The plan I propose would put rich and 
poor on an equal footing.

Jo recur to the financial question: There 
are about 120,000 children of school age in St. 
Louls, of whom only one half are in the pub- 
lic schools. We need more district schools 
much more than we need a large high school. 
In the face of these figures we should cer- 
tainly endeavor,to,lop off all unfitjapplicants 
for admission. 

The minimum and average are now too 
low, I believe. Raising them would un- 
doubtedly cut offa great many illy prepared 
pupils who are now admitted. 

At the same time, the injustice necessarily 
attendant on anexamination by a strange 
committee, in strange surroundings, would 
be to some extent abolished. The child will 
be examined at its own school, by its own 
teachers, however, under the supervision of 
the Superintendeut. 

In case the applicant fails, you see there 
isanappeal. Those who fail may take an- 
other examination at the High School.

DADE COUNTY FOUR YEARS AGO. 
George and Frank Patten, Now Doing

nial. 


JEFFERSON City, Feb. 17.—On March 17. 
1890, four years ago next month, an atrocious 
murder was committed in Dadeville, Dade 
Co., Mo., the perpetrator or perpetrators of 
which having up to the present time eluded 
justice. Through accident a Post-DisPatcu 
correspondent has been put in possession of 
statements which, if true, will deliver the 
murderer into the hands of the proper 
authorities. Even should the avowal, as 
made to your correspondent prove false, it 
shows a knowledge of the crime which may 
eventually lead to detection. 

Briefly, the history of the murder is as fol- 
lows: On the night of March 17, 1890, a dance 
was in progress in the little town of Dade- 
ville, continuing late into the night, Lysan-

time in the penitentiary, addressed toa cer- 
tain person in St, Louis was intercepted and 
shown to your correspondent. In this letter 
the two brothers tell the story as follows: 
Sometime in the fall of 1893 they were con. 
fined in jail in Lamar, Barton County, await- 
ing trial on the chargeof stealing. With 


them, also awaiting trial, was J. C. Galsby, 
alias Bob McKee, During confinement the 
men got on intimate terms and McKee, so 
the brothers claim, proposed to them that so 
soon as they regained liberty he would give 
them $500 to put one R. L. Swain, a merchant, 
doing business in Vinita, I. T., out ofthe 
way, the money to be supplied by the 
wife of Swain, who had promised 
to marry Galsby, alias in the 
event of the job being successfully done. The 
brothers unblushingly admit that they took 
the matter under advisement, but finally de- 
termined to refuse, McKee urged, but they 
declared they were afraid of detection and 

unishment. McKee then, to show how easy 
t was to cover up their tracks, confessed to 
the killing of Morgan and boasted that it was 
no trick atalltokeep out of the hands of 
justice. This confession was made for the 
pur pose of showing the brothers that there 
need be no fear of results, but they claim 
that they flatly refused. 

Shortly after this conversation all three 
were tried and sentto the penitentiary, ar- 
riving here about four months ago. The 
Patten boys claim thatthelr only object in 
making the matter public is to clear them- 
selves in case McKee should in the future 
have the job done,as they neither want 
it charged to them orto be considered in 
— Sale as accessory before or after the 
act. 

Such is the story as told by the Patten 
brothers, and reiterated to your correspon- 
nent in several interviews recently had with 

em. 

Having determined upon an interview with 
McKee your correspondent was at a loss how 
to get the truth from him, To ask him the 
bold question, did you kill Lucky Morgan?“ 
would only elicit a negative 8 and noth- 
ing would be gained.

The 
authorities now have a chance of solving the 
mystery. 

Galsby’s personal description is as follows! 
Five feet 5% inches tall; foot 9% inches long; 
brown hair; eyes gray; complexion fair;wore 
full beard when received at penitintiary; 
bald on top of head; scar on left knee; isa 
batchelor of 58 years of age. 

The Patten boys say that McKee claimed 
to have been a Deputy United States Marshal 
at the time of the Oklahoma rush.

There is a proposition before the School 
Board to meet the demand for additional 
high schools by requiring better preparation 
on the part of applicants for admission and 
by the same means to make the high school 
course more beneficial to those to take it by 
virtue of their increased proficiency. 


Mr. H. C. Grawe of the Teachers Commit- 
tee has introduced the following resolution 
looking to this end: a 
| Whereas. No pupfl should be permitted to enter 
the High Sehool who is not thoroughly prepared, 


an 
Whereas, The present system of sending pu ils, 
who have completed the eighth grade, te the High 
School * examination is not satisfactory, there- 
fore be 

Resolved, That only those pupils whe have fully 
completed the eighth grade course in a first-class 
school shall be permitted to enter the High School 
and that the rules for admission shall be as follows: 

Pupiis ofithe eighth grade shall be graded on 
their daily work on examinations given from time 
to time throughout the year, as well as on the final 
examination. The questions forthe final examina- 
tion shall be prepared or approved by the superia- 
tendent or the assistant superiatendentin charge, 
and the answers to these questions shall also be in- 
spected and graded bythem. The mimimum shall 
be on each braach 50 per cent aud the pupils who 
make an average of 70 percent shal! receive a er- 
tificate and be admitted to the High School on 
recommendation of the principal and superin- 
ne 

Pupils who have completed the eighth grade, but 
fail to make an average of 70 per cent or fall below 
the minimum of 50 percent may be permitted to 

e another examination at the High School, and 
if seccesaful, shall be admitted to the same; how- 
ever, no pupil shall be admitted to these examina- 
tions unless due notice has been given by such pupil 
to the Superintendent three days after the first ex- 
amination. ; 

Under the present rule, examinations are 
held semi-annually at the Normal and High 
Schools. The Superintendent approves the 
questions asked and the examining commit- 
tees are teachers in the Normal and * 
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schools. Our funds are exhausted. At the 
same time children who would do well in the 
district schools are in water beyond their 
depth. They would do much better in the 
district schools, 

The plan I propose wouid put rich and 
poor on an equal footing. There would be no 
cramming up for passing an examination 
merely. . 

Jo recur to the financial question: There 
are about 120,000 children of school age in St. 
Louis, of whom only one half are in the pub- 
lic schools. We need more district schools 
much more than we need a large high school. | 
In the face of these figures we should cer- 
tainly endeavor.to,lop off all unntlapplicants 
for admission, 

The minimum and average are now too 
low, I believe. Raising them would un- 
doubtedly cut offa great many illy prepared 
puplis who are now admitted.

1 — this seem startling, that the day 

should come when girls would be forbidden 

to attend a Kendal performance? Yetit isa 

taet. The Second Mrs. Tanqueray“ is re- 

sponsible for it. 

A year ago and the billing of the Kendals in 
any city was the signal for the raising of 
parental blockades anda grand swoop of 
American girls on the theater where this 
estimabie couple were to play. Mrs. Kendal 
was peculiarly the theatrical patron saint of 
young girls. She and her plays and the quiet 
and gentlemanly Mr. Kendal were the one 
combination which always rock-ribbed in its 
guarantee of moral safety to the seminary 
element of playgoers. No harm could come 
to any girlat a Kendal performance.’’ It 
was, indeed, far more likely that the girl 
would receiue valuable instruction in iady- 
like and modest methodsof hair-dressing, 
instruction in the great art of gowning one’s 
self well and quietly. And it was feit that 
over all the Kendal plays there brooded ever 
the watchful and motherly influence of Mrs. 
Kendal herself, resolved that never through 
the Kendal medium should the blush of 
shame be brought to the cheek of innocence. 

This was almost the trade-mark of the Ken- 
dals: **‘Warranted to be absolutely harmless 
tothe youngest and most tender feminine 
mind.’’ It was the Kendal trade-mark up to 
one awful day last fall when Mr. and Mrs. 
Kendal arrived in New York and opened at 
the Star Theater in The Second Mrs. Tan- 
queray.’’ 

How crushing was the discovery that in 
‘*The Second Mrs. Tanqueray“ Mrs. Kendal 
portrayed a character which it was not per- 
missibie for young women to see portrayed, 
the existence of which it would be wiser for 
them to be kept in ignorance of if possibie, 
How astounding the fact that all of a sudden 
Mrs. Kendal had passed, one might say, from 
the blue book’’ to the index expurgato- 
rius’’ in parental lists of plays and stars 
worthy to be patronized by growing girls. 

It is not intended to review the rush of 
events following this discovery. It is sum 
client to state that they were of a nature to 
almost entirely revolutionize the personnel 
ofa Kendal audience when that audience 
was being treated toa portrayal of the char- 
acter of Paula. The second Mrs. Tanque- 
ray. This revolution extended over the 
country quicker than the Kendals did. The 
Second Mrs. Tanqueray“ may be pictured as 
passing through these United States with the 
gaze of the young women of the country 
averted from her.

She claims this 
rightin assuming the part of Paula, and 
she deplores the prudery of Americans eaus- 
ing the uproarthat has been raised over her 
new departure. Shehas stated that the ex- 
istence ofsuch women as Paula is frankly 
recognized in the more advanced society of 
the old world, in that of London, for exam 
ple, and that Paula is therefore a legitimate 
character for stage portrayal. 

This point has never been disputed, taken 
generally. The surprise and uproar has 
arisen over the factthat Mrs. Kendal, ofall 
people, should have selected the part as an 
addition to her repertoire. Butas her choice 
of **The Second Mrs. Tanqueray“ as the 
leading Kendal play for the season is Mrs, 
Kendal’s own business, there is nothing to 
be done about it.

Contemplating Mrs, Kendal's work in The 
Second Mrs. Tanqueray“ from an artistic 
stand point, it is the strongest she has done for 
years; in some respects it is the best she has 
ever done. The character, in the pecullarly 
dramatic environment given it by Mr. 
Pinero, is fullof undeniable strength. It is 
a cool study of a certain type of woman pos- 
sessing but little magnetism as a stage figure 
but so Mable in its story to develop all sorts 
of startlingly dramatic situations that it 18 
vital with interest.

Mrs. Tanqueray. Pinero has drawn the 
character with marvelous and almost cruel 
accuracy: Mrs. Kendal gives it life onthe 
stage in the same spirit. The result isan 
absorbingly interesting study, strangely 
lackinginthe power of exciting sympaiby. 
When the second Mrs. Tanqueray disappears 
from the stage in the last act ano her step- 
daughter a moment later rushes in with the 
cry that she has taken her life,there does not 
seemto bea spark of pity felt bythe 
audience for Paula. This cannot arise from 
the fact, solely that Paula has been a sinful 
woman. It may be because she herself seems 
to be so unconscious of the need of anything 
beyond social recognition to make her as 
goodasany of the good women who ignore 
her existence as Tanqueray’s wife,

If there isa ‘‘moral’’ hidden anywhere in 
Mr. Pinero’s brilliant play it may be that 
men like Mr. Tanqueray should not marry 
women like the second Mrs. Tanqueray. 
Thisisa very mild moral, but there is no 
other insight. It cannot be saia that the 
play has any immoral teaching in its story. 
The cold cruelty of the fate of Paula andof 
those connected with her is a warning as dig 
asa sign-post. The most orthodox censor 
could not ask forone with the letters made 
bigger or blacker. Maybe there is also a 
moral in this.

Mrs, Kendal may notin reality deplore the 
absence of the sweet girl contingent from the 
Kendal performances of“ The Second Mrs. 
Tanqueray.’’ The same reasons that lead to 
these girls being kept away lead many other 
people to crowd toa ‘*Tanqueray’’ perform- 
ance in shoals.

One day he 
said, enthustically, ‘‘You will be an ideal

art. 

Mignon, however, is Sigrid Arnoldson’s 
favorite Opera. In Paris she sang it over 100 
times. In her scrap-book are some amusin 
stories of her artistic Career that have no 
been printed here. During the height of 
Gen. oulanger’s popularity in Paris a 
famous critic remarked of Mme. Arnoldson: 
Gen. Boulanger has 350,000 voices (votes), 
but we prefer the single voice of Sigrid Ar- 
noldson.“ 

While in St. Petersburg Mme. Arnoldson 
sang Lakme, in which she scored an im- 
mense success. At the close of the opera nine 
young ladies flea upon the stage. ach car- 
ried a big Douquet or flowers. In the center 
of each bouguet was a single letter. The 
whole, when ranged in line spelled ‘‘Ar- 
noldson.’’ The great singer was brought de- 
fore the curtain, and, amid the wildest en- 
thusiasm, was presented with the entire nine 
huge bouquets. She stood enveloped in flow- 
ers. It was during this same engagement 
that she received a Magnificent riviere 
of diamonds from the subscribers of the 
opera. 

A pretty story illustrates what a beautiful 
voice can do on occasion. While crossing 
the frontier between France and Spain, she 
found she had forgotten her passport. Ihe 
officials refused to allow her to pass. Sud- 
denly a happy thought struck oneof the 
men, who said: It you really are Sigria 
Arnoldson, sing forus.’’ She sanga refrain 
from Nozze di Figaro. The men stood 
spellbound. When she had finished they 
ciied, as one man: Pass, madame! No 
one but Sigrid Arnoldson could sing like

BY DEAF MUTES. 


A Novel Theatrical Performance Given in 
New York. 


Special Correspondence SUNDAY POST-DISPATCH. 

New York, Feb. 15.—A play without spoken 
words, and yet not a pantomime! It was 
given and will be given again at St. Francis 
Zavier’s College, on Sixteenth street, in this 
city, The performers are educated deaf 
mutes, and to Fr. Stedelman, a learned 
priest, who has a rather unclerical pen- 
chant for writing dramas, belongs the credit 
for this unique entertainment, 

The first performance was a sort of copy- 
right performance, as it were, limited to a 
very small audience, for the reverend father 
feared that it might not be a success. But 
everything passed off, with him in the capac- 
ity of stage-manager, as smoothly as a first 
night at Daly’s. His pupils received round 
upon round of applause. 

This is the first drma ever rendered by 
deaf -mutes, the title being Valerian and 
Tiburtius,’’ a drama In three acts. 

The very fact that the audience felt the 
limitations of the actors seemed to intensify 
the pantomimic effect of the performance of 
the play. The eye, the facial features, the 
lips, the eloguent gestures, the swift, im- 
pulsive manipulation of hands and fingers in 
giving instantaneous expression to unspoken 
words; the subjection of the whole body to 
the unuttered thought—all were so wonder. 
fully done that those who understood not the 
deaf-mute alphabet were yet able to follow 
the performance without tnterpretation. 

Who knows but the time may come when 
we shall have deaf-mute professionals? 
Meanwhile Fr. Stedeiman will go on writing 
little dramas on classical topics for his class.

NEW HOUSE PLANTS. 


The Lulium Nepalend and the 
cf Chrysanthemums Floom. 


Artistic people are bacoming more con- 
scious every yearof the value of flowers 
and many artists attribute a good partof 
their inspiration in the winter season to the 
bright floral beauties that nod at them from 
every side, Nearly allof the studies of the 
artists are decorated with winter-blooming 
plants, especiaily where studies of nature 
are put upon canvas, the ses 
thetic influence of flowers cannot 
be denied, and the effect ofa winter garden 
in the house is greater than many imagine. 
‘Flower culture has been rendered so easy 
and simple of late years that thousands of 
amateurs have great success with them in 
the house or garden. These home culturists 
do not interfere with the trade of the flortsis, 
for the Gemand for cut flowers in the winter 
season has increased so rapidly that the sup- 
ply has hardly kept pace with it. 

eautiful foliage plants are in great de- 
mand just now, partiy because of thelr nov- 
elty, but more largely on accountof the re- 
duction in prices. aims. ferns and other 
handsome foliage plants are now cheaper in 
the long run tian many of the flowering 
6 rts, and their house culture is also far 
simpler, The variegated foliage plants re. 
quire a little more skill, but the results for 
house culture aresuch as to justify one in 
making special efforts to grow them. fhe 
palms and ferns do wellin almost any part 
of the room, provided they are givena good, 
rich soil, plenty of pot room and sprinkling 
of water over their leaves and roots, Good 
specimens ought to last many years. 

The dracaenas are rich follage plants for 
the house, that needa strong light to bring 
out thelr colors, and they may be given the 
favorite positions in the windows. Some of 
these plants have beautiful leaves of a rich 
crimson and green, with the new growths of 
a tender pink. Others are of a pale areen, 
but with leaves that are long and narrow, 
folding over gracefully like the streains of 
water from a fountain. . There are many 
varieties of dracaenas, including those of the 
short and broad leaf kinds, and the tail and 
short ones. A good collection obtained at the 
fiorist’s would do service to form a perma- 
nent decoration for the house in winter. 

We have many new flowers forthe house 
that are now being cultivated all over the 
country. It was not many years ago that the 
list of house plants could almost be summed 
Up on the fingers, but to-day through study 
and experience this list has been extended 
almost indefinitely. Some florists look for 
the time when ail of the flowers cultivated in 
the gardens will prove ameuableto house 
Culture. ileretofore their necds have not 
been fully appreciated, but an amateur 
flower grower knows more about the culture 
ofsome of the simple plants than the pro- 
fessional florist did fifty years ago. Among 
the newer house plants introduced is the 
lulilum nepalend, a singularly beautiful 
lily, tbat has not been growing in our gar 
dens more than six or seven years, The 
plant grows from three to four feet in height, 
with funnel-shaped, deep purple flowers, 
tinted and spotted with brownish purple. 
The ground color of the leaves, stalk and 
flowers isa pale sea green, and the long 
antbers are of a golden yellow. By obtaining 
the bulbs of these ilies and giving them 
Eee culture in rich solls, the Miles can 
% made to bloom during the middle of the 
winter. 

Among the changes in chrysanthemum cul- 
ture we have the introduction of a lot of 
Japanese varieties that are now finding their 
way into the collections of every grower. 
Chrysanthemum societies have taken hold of 
the new varieties, and they promise to 
evolve newtypesfromthem. The Japanese 
varieties are ali early bicoming, their period 

enerally being from one totwo months be 
ore the regular chrysanthemum season. 
While generally smaller than the common 
varieties, the Japanese sorts are large 
enough for all decorative purposes.

Susan B. Anthony declares that she still 
suffers from stage fright. ‘‘I never yet got 
up to makea speech, she gays, without 
my heart hopping into my throat just as it 
did that first time. My first speech was 
made in the days when to speak in public 
was unheard of in a woman. Iwas a raw, 
awkward, young schoolmarm, and was at- 


tending a teachers’ convention in New Lors 
State, 

In those days ita woman didn’t marry 
there was nothing for her to do but to teach. 
There were no such things as woman minis- 
tors aud doctors and lawyers. Although a 
large proportion of the school teachers were 
women, we were not expected to take an 
active part in the proceedings of the conven- 
tion. The men pedagogues monopolized the 
platform, the front benches and did all the 
discussing and voting and 830 forth. We 
women sat silently by and listened. 

One Gay they got toarguing as towhy it 
was that teaching ranked lower than the 
Other professions. ‘The pedagogue,’ de- 
clared the chairman, ‘does not command the 
same respect as the minister, doctor or law- 
yer. Why isit?’ Several of the gentlemen 
on the floor undertook to account for this, 
and for an hour or more they argued it with- 
out reaching any definita or satisfactory con- 
clusion. At length, from my seat in the back 
part of the nall, I rose, and, clearing my 
throat, began hoarsely: ‘Mr. Pfesident’——
